Dear Chief Zimmerman: 

We have reviewed the reports and other materials compiled by your agency’s Homicide Unit 
concerning the circumstances leading to the fatal shooting of Mr. Alberto Hernandez by 
San Diego Police Officers Jeffrey McCoy, Jonathon Wells, and Brandon Lull on September 28, 
2015. A District Attorney Investigator responded to the scene and was briefed by your 
detectives. This case was presented to the District Attorney’s Office for review on December 3, 
2015. 

Summary 

At 1:04 a.m. on September 28, 2015, Mr. He rnan dez called 911 threatening to kill his female 
companion. The call was traced back to Unit an upstairs apartment in a two story apartment 
complex at 1170 West San Ysidro Boulevard, San Diego. San Diego Police Department officers 
responded to Hernandez’s residence and knocked on his front door. The apartment complex had 
exterior lights that partially illuminated the exterior of the building. Hernandez opened the door 
holding a pistol in his hand. A female was seen in the apartment standing behind Hernandez. 
Officer Jeffrey McCoy told Hernandez to drop the gun. Hernandez quickly closed and locked the 
front door. Officers took cover and set up a perimeter around Hernandez’s apartment. Hernandez 
opened his front door multiple times and pointed the gun outward. Officers told Hernandez to 
drop the gun each time. Hernandez ultimately left his residence and walked down the apartment 
complex stairs advancing on the officers with the gun in his hand. Officers continued to yell at 
Hernandez to drop his gun. Hernandez ignored the officers’ commands and pointed his gun at the 
officers. Officers Jeffrey McCoy, Jonathon Wells and Brandon Lull fired at Hernandez, striking 
Hernandez several times. Hernandez was taken to the hospital where he was pronounced dead 
shortly after arrival. This incident was recorded with officers’ body-worn cameras and video 
from the ABLE (Airborne Law Enforcement) helicopter camera. 
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Persons Involved 

Mr. Alberto Hernandez was 59 years old at the time of this incident and lived in San Diego. 
Officer Jeffrey McCoy had been with the San Diego Police Department for a year and nine 
months at the time of the incident. McCoy’s prior experience included 20 years in the United 
States Marine Corp with combat service in Afghanistan. Officers Jonathon Wells and Brandon 
Lull had been with the San Diego Police Department for a year at the time of the incident. All 
officers were assigned to Southern Division Patrol. 

Background 

Mr. Hernandez suffered from mental-health issues and alcohol dependency. In the two months 
leading up to the incident, Hernandez’s social worker called the police four times requesting the 
police check the welfare of Hernandez citing Hernandez’s “bipolar-disorder” diagnosis, 
alcoholism, and eight previous suicide attempts. Officer McCoy was aware of two previous 
incidents at the residence involving Hernandez’s irrational behavior. McCoy told Officers Rack 
and Herkelman about Hernandez’s mental-health issues. On the night of the shooting, some 
involved officers were aware Hernandez had called 911 stating he was going to shoot a female. 
Other officers learned Hernandez was armed with a gun when McCoy announced over police 
radio that Hernandez answered the door with a gun and then shut the door. 

Civilian Witnesses 

There were four civilian witnesses to the armed confrontation and shooting event involving 
Mr. Hernandez. These witnesses were tenants of the apartment complex where Hernandez lived. 
All four witnesses said they heard the officers order Hernandez to drop the gun. They also saw 
Hernandez pointing an object toward the o fficers and assumed Hernandez was armed with a 
pistol. An additional witness (Hernandezsaid she knew Hernandez armed himself 
with jOoy/replica gun but said she remained inside the apartment and only heard the incident. 
The made no mention of the toy/replica gun to law enforcement until she was 

interviewed after the shooting. 

Law Enforcement Witnesses 

There were seven law-enforcement witnesses that responded to the 911 call and were in position 
to observe events leading to the shooting, Those witnesses were Officers Kyle Rack, Dean 
Bishop, Matthew Herkelman, Oscar Torres, Peter Belanger, ABLE Pilot Joseph Waggaman, and 
Technical Flight Officer Tristan Gonzalez. These seven law enforcement witnesses saw 
Hernandez pointing a handgun at officers and corroborated the events captured on video. 

Officer Jeffrey McCoy’s Statement 

Officer McCoy heard over police dispatch that a male called 911 stating he was going to shoot 
his female companion. McCoy responded to the call with Officers Kyle Rack and Matthew 
Herkelman. McCoy walked up the stairs to Mr. Hernandez’s apartment and knocked on 
Hernandez’s door. Hernandez opened the door while holding a handgun in his right hand. 

McCoy immediately stated, “Put the gun down.” Hernandez quickly closed and locked the door. 
Based on his training and experience, McCoy believed the handgun was real. McCoy announced 
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over police radio that Hernandez answered the door with a gun in his hand and then retreated 
down the stairs with Rack. 

Shortly after Sergeant Dean Bishop arrived on scene, Officer McCoy heard Officer Rack yell 
approximately three times, “San Diego Police. Put the gun down.” Mr. Hernandez then shut his 
front door again. Due to Hernandez’s behavior, McCoy and Herkelman began evacuating 
apartments below Hernandez’s. Again McCoy heard officers yell, “Put the gun down.” McCoy 
looked up and could see Hernandez with his door open pointing a gun outward. McCoy 
repositioned himself behind a tree and then saw Hernandez exit his apartment with the gun in his 
right hand. McCoy said he and other officers shouted, “San Diego Police. Put the gun down.” 

Mr. Hernandez began to walk down the apartment-complex stairs with the gun in his right hand. 
Hernandez was looking around and pointing his gun where he looked. Once Hernandez reached 
the stairway landing, he pointed his gun at Officer McCoy. Hernandez then turned toward the 
other officers, took a two-handed grip on the handgun, and pointed it at the other officers. 

McCoy believed Hernandez was targeting one of the officers and was fearful of their lives and 
his own. McCoy heard another officer fire, but did not see any reaction from Hernandez. McCoy 
then fired three to four shots. Hernandez fell to his knees with the gun still in his hand and then 
collapsed on the steps. McCoy moved the gun away from Hernandez. Officers Torres and 
McCoy then handcuffed Hernandez. 

Officer Jonathan Well’s Statement 

Officer Wells heard Officer McCoy broadcast that a male answered the door with a gun in his 
hand and then went back into his residence. Wells responded to help. Wells arrived and saw 
McCoy and four other officers were on scene. McCoy pointed out Mr. Hernandez’s residence 
upstairs to Wells. Wells was briefed that Hernandez was armed with a firearm and was coming 
in and out of the residence, which was also occupied by a female. 

Officers Lull and Wells began blocking off the street. Wells heard another officer yell, “He’s 
coming out. He’s coming out.” Wells saw Mr. Hernandez come out of the residence and walk 
down the apartment-complex stairs. Wells got a direct view of Hernandez and could see a black 
semiautomatic handgun in his hand. Officers began yelling, “Drop the weapon.” Wells saw 
Hernandez pointing his gun directly at Officer McCoy. Lull was giving commands to Hernandez 
to drop his gun. Hernandez started to turn from McCoy and point his weapon. An officer yelled, 
“Shoot him, shoot him,” and Wells heard two shots fired. Wells saw Hernandez was still 
pointing his weapon. Wells fired two to three shots at Hernandez. Wells then heard another 
officer fire approximately five shots and Hernandez fell down slumping over the landing stairs. 
Wells and Lull maintained coverage over Hernandez until Officer Torres and McCoy had control 
of Hernandez. 
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Officer Brandon Lull’s Statement 

Officer Lull responded to assist Officer McCoy when he heard McCoy state over police radio 
that a male answered his residence door with a pistol in his hand, shut the door, and was in the 
process of locking the door. Lull arrived on scene and spoke with McCoy and Sergeant Bishop. 
Lull saw Mr. Hernandez open and close his door with a gun in his hand. Bishop requested Lull 
start blocking traffic on the road due to Hernandez’s actions. 

Officer Lull returned to the incident area and maintained a position of cover behind a police 
SUV. Lull had his pistol drawn and pointed at Mr. Llernandez’s door. Lull then saw Hernandez 
come out of his residence armed with a handgun. Sergeant Bishop was giving commands to 
Hernandez to drop his gun. Lull yelled out for Hernandez to drop the gun or he would be shot. 

Mr. Hernandez began walking down the apartment-complex stairs. When Hernandez got to the 
landing, he pointed his gun at Officer McCoy. Officer Lull yelled, “McCoy, he’s pointing the 
gun at you.” Hernandez then swung his gun around at Sergeant Bishop. Lull heard Bishop shout, 
“shoot him.” Hernandez then swung the gun around at Lull. Lull believed Plernandez was going 
to shoot him and the other officers. Lull fired two rounds. Lull was unsure if he hit Hernandez 
because Hernandez did not even flinch and was still pointing the gun at Lull.,Lull heard shots 
being fired and thought Hernandez was firing at him. Lull reengaged and fired three to four more 
times. Hernandez eventually dropped to the ground with the gun in his hand. Lull approached 
with other officers to apprehend Hernandez. 

Investigation 

The scene was secured and the investigation into the shooting was conducted by the San Diego 
Police Department’s Homicide Unit. Officer body-worn camera and ABLE-helicopter footage, 
crime-scene photographs, crime reports, computerized crime-data research, witness interviews, 
radio communications and medical reports were reviewed to analyze the shooting. 

Although the conditions were dark, the ABLE-helicopter footage is clear. The footage shows 
officers setting up a perimeter around Mr. Hernandez’s apartment. Hernandez then opens his 
apartment door. Moments later Hernandez exits his apartment with an object in his right hand 
shaped like a handgun and walks down the apartment-complex stairs. Hernandez points the 
object in the direction of Officers McCoy and Lull and switches to a two-handed grip of the 
object. Plernandez drops down on the stairway landing after apparently being shot by the 
officers. 

Officer Wells forgot to activate his body worn camera. Officers McCoy and Lull, had their 
body-worn cameras activated during the incident. The footage from McCoy’s camera captures 
Plernandez opening his apartment door with a gun in his right hand. McCoy tells Hernandez to 
drop his gun. Plernandez quickly closes the door on McCoy. McCoy backs up and informs other 
officers Hernandez’s gun appears to be a 9mm Beretta. Officers take cover and establish a 
perimeter. Plernandez repeatedly opens his door with the gun. Eventually Hernandez exits his 
apartment and walks down the apartment-complex stairs with the gun pointed at officers. During 
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this time, officers can be heard yelling out to Hernandez multiple times commands such as, “Put 
the gun down;” “San Diego Police Department, drop the gun;” “Drop the gun, San Diego 
Police;” and “Drop the gun or you gonna get shot.” Hernandez continues to point the gun at 
officers and officers then fire on Hernandez. 

The investigation and location of the bullet casings revealed the number of rounds fired by each 
officer. Officer McCoy fired three times. Officer Wells fired two times. Officer Lull fired six 
times. The investigation revealed Mr. Hernandez was shot four times in the torso, three times in 
his right arm and once in his left leg. Hernandez’s gun was found to be a black “Powerline by 
Daisy 340” “.177 Cal. (4.5mm) BB” replica handgun with its protective orange tip removed. 

Toxicological testing of Mr. Hernandez’s blood sample conducted by the Medical Examiner’s 
Office was positive for benzodiazepines and also indicated a blood-alcohol content of .30 
percent. During a search of Hernandez’s residence, officers found evidence o f a prescribed 
narcotic and medications for psychological disorders. Hernandezwho Hernandez was 
living with, told investigators Hernandez was an alcoholic battling depression. She said on the 
night of the shooting, Llernandez was drinking and depressed and made a comment that he did 
not want to “live like this.” 

Legal Analysis 

This review was conducted pursuant to the joint protocol between this office and all San Diego 
law enforcement agencies calling upon the District Attorney to conduct an independent 
assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly force. 

Under California law, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm and to use reasonable force in making an arrest. California Penal 
Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest and to overcome 
resistance by a person for whom he has reasonable cause to believe has committed a public 
offense. That section states the officer need not retreat or end his effort to make an arrest 
because of that person’s resistance. Penal Code section 196 declares that homicide is justifiable 
when committed by public officers when necessarily committed in overcoming actual resistance 
in the discharge of any legal duty. 

In accordance with Penal Code section 196, peace officers may use deadly force in the course of 
their duties under circumstances not available to members of the general public. We are 
mindful, however, that certain limits on the use of deadly force apply to peace officers. The U.S. 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals, in the case of Scott v. Henrich (9th Cir. 1994) 39 F.3d 912, 
delineated those circumstances under which deadly force may be used: 

[Pjolice may use only such force as is objectively reasonable under the 
circumstances. An officer’s use of deadly force is reasonable only if ‘the officer 
has probable cause to believe that the suspect poses a significant threat of death or 
serious physical injury to the officer or others.’ All determinations of 
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unreasonable force ‘must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are 
often forced to make split-second judgments - in circumstances that are tense, 
uncertain, and rapidly evolving - about the amount of force that is necessary in a 
particular situation.’ [Citations omitted.] 

Irrespective of any laws applicable to situations where peace officers use deadly force in 
accomplishing their duties, the law of self-defense is available to any person. Homicide is 
justifiable in accordance with Penal Code section 197 when resisting any attempt by a person to 
commit great bodily injury on or kill any person. 

Conclusions 

Mr. Plernandez called 911 threatening to shoot his female companion. When police arrived to 
investigate the call, Hernandez answered the door with a pistol in his hand pointed at Officer 
McCoy. Hernandez retreated and locked himself in his apartment. Shortly after, Hernandez 
exited the apartment and headed down the apartment-complex stairs towards the officers. 
Despite being commanded by officers over ten times to drop the gun, Hernandez continued to 
point his pistol at officers while advancing on the officers’ location. When Hernandez reached 
the stairway landing, he switched to a two-handed grip of the pistol and pointed it directly at 
officers. The officers reasonably believed Hernandez had a real handgun and they needed to act 
immediately to avoid being killed or seriously injured by Hernandez. Officers McCoy, Wells 
and Lull’s use of deadly force was expected and reasonable under the circumstances. They bear 
no criminal liability for their actions because they were legally justified and compelled to shoot 
at Mr. Hernandez to stop the threat he posed.

ORIGIN: 


On 09/28/2015, at approximately 0200 hours, I received a telephone call from Detective Sergeant Paul 
CONLEY from Homicide Team IV. Sergeant CONLEY informed me there had been an Officer Involved 
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Shooting at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard. I was instructed to meet with other investigators at the 
location. 

At approximately 0300 hours, I arrived on scene and met with other members of Homicide Team IV. At 
approximately 0317 hours we were briefed of the incident by Serg eant TIVANIAN #5871. During the 
briefing, we learned a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard called into police dispatch at 
approximately 0104 hours. It was later learned the male was Alberto HERNANDEZ who told the 
dispatcher, “I want to shoot her.” 

Southern Division Officers responded to the listed address and attempted to make contact at the front door 
of the apartment. HERNANDEZ answered the front door with a gun in his hand and then closed the door 
on the officers. 

Officers tactically took positions of cover in the complex parking lot and attempted to call HERNANDEZ 
out of the apartment. HERNANDEZ eventually exited the apartment and began pointing the gun at 
officers. Numerous commands to drop the weapon were made to HERNANDEZ; however he continued 
pointing the gun at officers. Three officers fired at HERNANDEZ striking him several times. 
HERNANDEZ was transported to Mercy Hospital where he later succumbed to his injuries at 0207 hours. 

The briefing concluded at approximately 0339 hours. At the conclusion of the briefing, I was assigned to 
conduct the crime scene investigation with CSS Ally SOUTHERLAND and CSS Intern Emilia 
CASTANEDA. 

INVESTIGATION: 


Officer HERKELMAN #7292 followed the ambulance from the scene to Scripps Mercy Hospital. Dr. 
YANG pronounced HERNANDEZ deceased at 0207 hours. Detective CISNEROS was assigned to meet 
M.E. Investigator Mark MALAMATOS #16 at Mercy Hospital to witness the collection of 
HERNANDEZ’ body by the Medical Examiner’s Office (See Detective CISNEROS’ report for further 
details). 

ME^M^AMATOS took custody of HERNANDEZ’ body and tagged the body bag with ME Case 


EXAMINATION: 


On September 29th, 2015, at approximately 0900 hours, I arrived at the San Diego County Medical 
Examiner’s Office and met up with CSS SOUTHERLAND and CSS Intern Emilia CASTANEDA. We 
were present to witness and collect any potential evidence from the examination on the decedent, 
HERNANDEZ. 

Dr. Bethami SCHABER was present and scheduled to perform the examination. Forensic Autopsy 
Specialist (FAS) Jessica BOYER was assigned to assist Dr. SCHABER. I briefed Dr. SCHABER on the 
scenario of events as I knew them. 
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CSS SOUTHERLAND began to take overall photographs at about 1004 hours. The bod^wafUdentified 
in writing by a manila tag, bearing the name “Alberto HERNANDEZ” and case number which 

was attached to the bag. The tag an d bag had been closed securely by a red plastic Medical Examiner’s 
seal bearing the numb 


Dr. SCLIABER broke the seal of the body bag and removed the decedent at about 1005 hours with the 
assistance of FAS BOYER. The decedent had bothj^ellm^ag and a blue tag on his right ankle. The 
tags each had “Alberto HERNANDEZ” 
attached to h is left wrist with TRAUMA 
from Scripps Mercy Hospital. 



written on them. A hospital tag was 
written on it and bearing Medical record number of 


The decedent, who was lying supine on a table in the examining room, had been inside the bag, with a 
white sheet lying on top of him, primarily between his legs. Under him was a yellow plastic sheet, an 
absorbent pad and a canvas type body sling. HERNANDEZ’ hands, feet and head were bagged. The 
bags were removed and handed to CSS SOUTHERLAND to collect at 1008 hours. 
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Evidence of medical intervention was evident by the presence of disposable devices used during medical 
treatment. Dr. SCHABER removed and/or cut free the medical intervention equipment and either 
disposed of it or left it in tact. The decedent had been clothed, but his clothing had been cut from him and 
was lying underneath his body. 

The decedent appeared to be a Hispanic male, appearing his age of 59 years. His hair is brown and his 
eyes are brown. He had no facial hair or tattoos. 

CSS SOUTHERLAND obtained GSR swabs from HERNANDEZ on both his right and left hand at 1017 
hours. It was assigned GSR number^^J CSS SOUTHERLAND collected fingernail scrapings at 1040 
from his left hand and 1042 from his right hand. She obtained a buccal swab at 1043 hours. 

Dr. SCHABER and FAS BOYER removed the clothing from under HERNANDEZ, starting with his 
pants and shorts. Dr. SCHABER examined them for evidence of gunshot holes. The underwear/shorts 
were cut down two areas in the front. There was no evidence of bullet holes. The jeans were cut down 
the front and there was evidence of bullet holes that were consistent with the through and through shot to 
the lower left leg. The jeans were laid out on paper and photographed by CSS SOUTHERLAND. A tank 
top appearing red in color and saturated in blood was removed from under HERNANDEZ body. It had 
been cut away during life saving measures. There was evidence of four bullet holes to the front of the 
shirt that were consistent with the gunshot wounds HERNANDEZ had on his body. There was no holes 
to the rear of HERNANDEZ’ shirt. A set of keys were found in HERNANDEZ jeans. All clothing items 
were collected as evidence and bagged separately by CSS SOUTHERLAND at approximately 1018 to 
1033 hours. 

The decedent was washed at 1108 hours by Dr. SCHABER and FAS BOYER. 

The decedent’s face and head was viewed. There were small reddish abrasions to his face (chin, cheek, 
nose, forhead, eyebrow, ear and hairline). There were approximately 12 abrasions in all. They were 
predominately on the left side of his face and believed to be caused by flying debris or fragments. 
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The decedent’s neck and throat was viewed. 
No notable injuries were found. 


The decedent’s chest and abdomen were viewed. 

The decedent had four gunshot wounds to the chest and abdomen. One shot was center chest below 
both nipples. There were two gunshot wounds to the right side of the chest and one gunshot to the 
lower left abdomen area. 



For clarification reasons, the chest and abdomen holes were marked 1-4. The explanation and 
damaged cause by each gunshot are as follows: 
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#1-Center chest. The bullet went through lower section of the heart and lodged in the upper rear 
portion of the bones to the back. The bullet was removed by Dr. SCHABER, photographed by CSS 
SOUTHERLAND and then collected by CSS SOUTHERLAND at 1454 hours after being sealed by 
Dr. SCHABER._ 


#2-Right Chest. The bullet appears to have gone through the liver and lodged in the right lung. The 
bullet was removed by Dr. SCHABER, photographed by CSS SOUTHERLAND and then collected 
by CSS SOUTHERLAND at 1406 hours after being sealed by Dr. SCHABER

#3-Extreme far right side of chest. The bullet appears to have entered and traveled backwards along 
the rib cage and was under skin and flesh, but did not penetrate the rib cage. The bullet was removed 
by Dr. SCHABER, photographed by CSS SOUTHERLAND and then collected by CSS 
SOUTHERLAND at 1340 hours after being sealed by Dr. SCHABER 
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#4-Lower left abdomen. The bullet appears to have entered the lower left abdomen and traveled down 
towards the decedent’s belt line. It appeared to almost exited at the waist line causing a break in the 
surface skin and then continued to travel diagonally into the lower right pelvic cavity. The bullet was

The decedent’s right shoulder, arm and hand were viewed. 

The decedent had two through and through shots to the right upper and lower portions of the arm. 
One through and through was to the upper arm and the other through and through passed from the 
upper arm through the elbow and lower arm. The decedent had a deep grazing wound to the upper 
right arm and a possible grazing or laceration wound to the elbow. Dr. SCHABER could not be 
certain as to the cause. It’s possible it was cause by splintering of bones broken in the elbow, a graze 
by a bullet or some other unknown means. 
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e decedent’s left shoulder, arm and hand were viewed. 

The decedent had a small laceration to the pinky finger. Bruising seen to the wrist and hand.

The decedent’s groin was viewed. 

The decedent had no visible injuries to his groin. 


The decedent’s right leg and foot were viewed. 

The decedent had abrasions and bruising under this knee. 



The decedent’s left leg and foot were viewed. 

The decedent had a through and through gunshot wound to the middle of the lower leg, passing 
through to the lower rear portion of the lower leg. This through and through caused a fracture to the 
decedents leg. 
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The decedent’s back was viewed. 

A bump and braising was seen to the far upper left side of the back. After cutting open the back, a 
bullet was recovered (see Center Chest explanation above). 

The decedent’s buttocks were viewed. 

No visible injuries. 

From the decedent, CSS SOUTHERLAND collected head hair samples, DNA buccal swab, fingernail 
scrapings. GSR swabs, 4 bullets and bullet fragments. CSS SOUTHERLAND collected the paper bags 
used to bag the decedent’s head, hands and feet. CSS SOUTHERLAND collected a rib sample, 
fingerprints and blood sample from the decedent removed and provided by FSS BOYER. Keys were 
found in the decedents pants and were turned over by FSS BOYER and impounded by CSS 
SOUTHERLAND. 

Dr. SCHABER concluded the autopsy atl 518 hours. 

Toxicology results and further consultation regarding Dr. SCHABERS’s observations will be documented 
in her report to follow. 

This report contains my observations and notations during this medical procedure, as well as the 
discovery and collection of evidence as a result of this medical procedure. For more detailed information 
and analysis, Dr. SCHABER’s report should be referenced. For details regarding evidence collection, 
CSS SOUTHERLAND’S report should be referenced.

ORIGIN: 

On 09/28/2015, at approximately 0200 hours, I received a telephone call from Detective Sergeant Paul 
CONLEY from Homicide Team IV. Sergeant CONLEY informed me there had been an Officer Involved 
Shooting at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard. I was instructed to meet with other investigators at the 
location. 

At approximately 0300 hours, I arrived on scene and met with other members of Homicide Team IV 
which consisted of Detectives Juan CISNEROS #5811, Jonathan DUNGAN #6137, A1 LOZANO #4819 
and Detective Sergeant Paul CONLEY #4673. Also present were Lieutenant Paul RORRISON #4305 
and Captain David NISLEIT #4303 from the homicide unit. 
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The scene was contained in the South Bay/San Ysidro community of San Diego, California. The division 
the incident took place in was the Southern Division Command. When I arrived, the area surrounding the 
crime scene, including the inner and outer perimeter, was cordoned off with yellow crime scene tape and 
was protected by uniformed patrol officers. The cordoned off area included the entire north-east facing 
parking lot at the Rio Vista Apartments (consisting of addresses 1120-1260 West San Ysidro Blvd with 
the apartment complex office address of 1190 West San Ysidro Blvd). Collection of evidence from the 
crime scene primarily involved sidewalks, parking lot areas and complex areas for the addresses of 1150 
and 1170 West San Ysidro Blvd. 
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BRIEFING: 

Sergeant TIVANIAN #5871 conducted a briefing in the parking lot of theApartments at 1190 
West San Ysidro Blvd. The briefing started at approximately 0317 hours and concluded at 0339 hours. 
This briefing was recorded and all personnel present identified themselves on the recording. A copy was 
impounded at Headquarters under Barcode #10536131. Sergeant TIVANIAN essentially stated the 
following : 

At 0104 hours, San Diego Police Communications, dispatcher Cynthia Hall #8553, received 
a 911 call from a male at 1170 West San Ysidro Blvd^^ Officer’s Jeff McCOY #7099, and 
Kyle RACK #7310 were the first officers to respond along with Officer Matthew 
HERKELMAN #7292 (Sergeant TIVANIAN did not discuss the particulars of the 911 call 
or the shooting at this point in the briefing). Sergeant TIVANIAN said after the shooting of 
HERNANDEZ, Medic #29 (Kevin VICTOR #11792 and Tomas ALCANTAR #1959 
responded and performed CPR. HERNANDEZ was transported to Mercy Hospital and 
Officer HERKELMAN followed the medic vehicle in his police vehicle. HERNANDEZ 
was pronounced deceased by Doctor Yang at 0207 hours. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN continued the briefing and stated the body came to rest partially on the 
landing and on the steps leading to the landing. His body was facing south and was face 
downWThe ’weapon HERNANDEZ had was near his hand amHnovecHi^OfficCT MCCOY. 

The HERNANDEZ lived withwasidentifiedas^^^^^^B^^^^H and was 

interviewed by responding officers, ^^^^^^^^^^^^stated Alberto HERNANDEZ 
has psychological issues and was not taking his medication. She also stated Alberto was 
going to attend a meeting with hi s psych doctor on 09/25/2015, but never attended the 
meeting. said Alberto HER NANDEZ had depress ion and his 

intentions were to call the police to take him to jail. ^^^^^^^^^^^^|said Alberto 
HERNANDEZ told her when the police arrive at the house to stay inside. 

Southern Division Officers responded to the listed address and attempted to make contact at 
the front door of the apartment. HERNANDEZ answered the front door with a gun in his 
hand and then closed the door on the officers. 

The Officers came downstairs to take positions of cover and to watch the door. 
HERNANDEZ opened the door four to five times pointing the gun in the air, to the side or 
outward. HERNANDEZ came out a short time later with the gun in his hand. 
HERNANDEZ was ordered to drop the gun multiple times and did not. Three Officers fired 
on HERNANDEZ and a fourth Officer pulled the trigger of his weapon,but it did not fire.

SOUTHERLAND and CSS Intern Emilia CASTANEDA #0284 to process the crime scene. Criminalist 
Steve CORDES #8328 was also present and assisted in the investigation. 


INFORMATION PRE-WALK THROUGH: 


Officer HERKELMAN #7292 followed the ambulance from the scene to Scripps Mercy Hospital. Dr. 
YANG pronounced HERNANDEZ deceased at 0207 hours. Detective CISNEROS was assigned to meet 
M.E. Investigator Mark MALAMATOS #16 at Mercy to witness the collection of HERNANDEZ’ body 
by the Medical Examiner’s Office (See Detective CISNEROS’ report for further details). 


MEI MALAMATOS took custody of HERNANDEZ’ body and tagged the body bag with ME Case) 
jlHand he was transported to the San Diego County Medical Examiners Office.

After the briefing, at approximately 0345 hours, I took notice of the lighting conditions as they were after 
the briefing. Each apartment complex buildinsUias a series of lights that were somewhat standard for all 
the building in the complex. Unit number ^^|and each had two main post lights high up on the 
wall that were orange/yellow in tint. There was one white light for each apartment front door and for the 
upstairs units there is one white light in the center as well as the porch light. Each porch light appears to 
be controlled by the resident and only on if they resident turned it on. The bottom units have only porch 
lights with no shared middle light. On the far reaching corners of each building was a white light as well. 
I did notice that some of the orange/yellow lights would fade and slowing turn on (it’s unknown if they 
were sensor driven or designed to common and off in a cycling fashion). It is unknown how many 
residents around 1170 West San Ysidro^Hhad their porch lights on at the time units first went to make 
contact with HERNANDEZ at the door. ABLE video reveals which lights were on at the time of the 
shooting. 



CSS Ally SOUTHERLAND started taking overall photographs at 0450 hours. 


OFFICER WALK-THROUGH: 


All Officers involved in the shooting agreed to do a voluntary walk-through to show investigators their 
approximate positions at the time of the shooting. Officer walk-through’s were started at approximately 
0540 hours with Officer MCCOY and ended with Acting Sergeant BISHOP at 0614 hours. Sergeant 
CONLEY recorded the walk-through’s and more details can be found in his written report. 

Important points from Officer MCCOY’s walk-through are as follows: 

Officer MCCOY says he was wearing a body worn camera that was on when he first made contact at the 
door. Officer’s RACK and HERKELMAN were on scene with him. Officer MCCOY believes he was 
standing on the sidewalk in front of the handicapped parking spot in front of 1170 West San Ysidro Blvd 
and that he fired three to four shots at HERNANDEZ. CSS SOUTHERLAND walked over to the area 
and asked Officer MCCOY to tell her when she was in the spot he believed he was standing at the time of 
the shooting. CSS SOUTHERLAND marked the spot with a cone marked “M”. 
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MCCOY also stated he believes there were two other patrol cars parked behind his patrol car (MCCOY’S 
vehicle can be seen in this picture) along the red curb at the time of the shooting. The walk-through with 
MCCOY ended at 0548 hours. 

Important points from Officer LULL’S walk-through are as follows: 

Officer LULL says he was wearing a body worn camera, but doesn’t believe he started it until after he 
moved his car into the street to put up crime scene tape. He said when he originally pulled up he was 
parked on the north east side of the exit driveway along the red curb and across the sidewalk of West San 
Ysidro. He said he moved his car after HERNANDEZ first opened the door displaying a gun in order to 
keep people from driving by the front of the complex. Officer LULL believes he was standing behind the 
bumper on the passenger side of MCCOY’S patrol car (SUV equipment #7166 plate #1383789) at the 
time he fired his weapon. He remembers firing twice and then again three or five more times. CSS 
SOUTHERLAND walked over and when Officer LULL said she was in the spot he believed she was 
standing, she placed a cone with the letter “L” on it. Officer LULL said he had a Gloclc 9mm. Officer 
LULL’S walk-through ended at 0602 hours. 
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Important points from Officer WELLS walk-through are as follows: 


Officer WELLS said when he arri ved he parked in front of Officer LULL’S vehicle, which was along the 
north east curb line of the red curb on the opposite side of Officer MCCOY’S SUV. Officer WELLS said 
he remembered seeing Acting Sergeant BISHOP and Officer MCCOY and other officer’s on-scene. He 
said he walked towards Officer MCCOY and believes he was standing near the driver’s door of Officer 
MCCOY’S patrol car (SUV equipment number 7166 plate number 1383789) at the time he fired his 
weapon. Officer WELLS took us to the location of where he believes he was standing at the time of the 
shooting. CSS SOUTHERLAND place a cone with the letter “W” at the location Officer WELLS pointed 
out. Officer WELLS believes he shot two to three times. 



Important points from Acting Sergeant’s BISHOP’s walk-through. 


Acting Sergeant BISHOP was the supervisor for the evening and said he arrived after the other officers 
had already made contact. Acting Sergeant BISHOP said he was wearing a Body Worn Camera and it 
was on during the incident. Acting Sergeant BISHOP also advised us that ABLE was overhead while he 
was there (This was not something we knew at the original briefing). Acting Sergeant BISHOP said he 
believes he was standing to the right of a truck with a camper shell and a white older Mercedes. Acting 
Sergeant BISHOP said he saw HERNANDEZ come down the stairs pointing a gun in his direction and 
tried firing his weapon, only to discover it was unloaded. Acting Sergeant BISHOP directed CSS 
SOUTHERLAND to the location he believed he was standing and SOUTHERLAND place a cone with 
the letter “B” on it at the location he pointed out. 
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SHOOTING SCENE: 

CSS Alley SOUTHERLAND starting marking items of evidence around 0630 hours. 


The scene was contained in the South Bay/San Ysidro community of San Diego, California. The division 
the shooting occurred in is the Southern Division Command. The closest intersection is 1150 West San 
Ysidro and 1800 Howard Avenue. When I arrived, the area surrounding the crime scene, including the 
inner and outer perimeter, was cordoned off with yellow crime scene tape and was protected by 
uniformed patrol officers. The cordoned off area included the entire north east facing parking lot at the 
■I Apartments (consisting of addresses 1120-1260 West San Ysidro Blvd with the apartment 
complex office address of 1190 West San Ysidro Blvd). Collection of evidence from the crime scene 
primarily involved sidewalks, parking lot areas and complex areas for the addresses of 1150 and 1170 
West San Ysidro Blvd only. 
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Sergeant TIVANIAN advised me that all the cars except for Officer MCCOY’S and LULL’S vehicle had 
been removed from their original position at the time of the shooting. Sergeant TIVANIAN was not 
exactly sure who ordered the vehicle’s out of the scene. Sergeant CONLEY later discovered it was 
Acting Sergeant BISHOP who’d ordered the vehicle’s out of the parking lot, during his interview of him. 
Sergeant TIVANIAN provided me with a rough sketch of the Officer’s cars and their location. 



It should be noted that this complex does not sit on or near a true North/South plane. When standing 
directly in front of 1170 West San Ysidro Blvd facing the street, a compass shows the address 33 degrees 
NE. So for clarification purposes, I will be referring to north as facing the street, south as facing 1170 
West San Ysidro, East as facing 1150 West San Ysidro and West as facing across the parking lot away 
from 1150 West San Ysidro Blvd. All addresses referred in the report are West San Ysidro when 
abbreviated as WSY. 

I began my scene investigation by starting from the rear area of Officer MCCOY’S patrol vehicle. 
Officer MCCOY was driving a Ford SUV equipment number 7166 and license plate number 1383789. It 
was parked along the east curb line directly in front of 1150 WSY. The vehicle was facing south towards 
1170 WSY. 

Items 1 through 7 were found behind Officer MCCOY’s SUV and were 6 casings (9mm Luger). They 
were marked as item numbers 1-6, and 1 bullet, marked as 7. A cone with the letter L was place behind 
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Officer MCCOY’S vehicle on the passenger side to designate Officer LULL’S position at the time of the 
shooting. Based on evidence found at that location, it was believed Officer LULL shot 6 times, which 
was within his estimation of the shots he thought he had fired. 



Items 8 and 9 were found to the east of MCCOY’S patrol SUV and were 2 casings (9mm Luger). They 
were marked as item number 8 and 9. Item 8 was found in the crease of the sidewalk and item 9 was 
found almost on the red curb portion of the sidewalk. Both items were towards the tail end of Officer 
MCCOY’S SUV. A cone with the letter “W” was placed at the rear of the driver’s side door indicating 
Officer WELLS position at the time of the shooting. The casings found here would be consistent with 
Officer WELLS location and his estimation of how many shots he thought he had fired. 



Items lOthrough 12 were found directly in front of Officer MCCOY’s patrol SUV near an orange Suzuki 
sedan^^^^^l Directly west of the Suzuki was a empty handicap parking spot. Placed on the curb was 
a cone with the letter “M” on it. This was to designate the location Officer MCCOY recalls standing at 
the time he fired his weapon. Within the handicap parking spot were 3 casings (9mm Luger). They were 
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marked as item numbers 10-12. The casings found here would be consistent with Officer MCCOY’S 
remembering his shooting position and his estimation of how many shots he thought he fired. 



Item 13 was the gun HERNANDEZ was holding and pointing at officers as he walked down the steps. 
After HERNANDEZ was shot by Officer’s, Officer MCCOY says he pushed the gun away from 
HERNANDEZ hand and it landed in this location. Officer BELANGER #7326 stood by with the weapon 
at this location until CSS SOUTHERLAND collected it. It was black in color and looked like a Beretta 
9mm. Closer examination revealed the gun was a BB gun with the protective orange tip removed. 
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Item 14 was one (1) bullet found at the bottom of the stairway on the sidewalk. The bullet had remnant of 
plaster next to it. 



Item 15 was a pair of black gloves. At the time of collection it was unknown where they came from. 
After reviewing the body worn cameras, I could see an unknown officer dropping them over the railing 
and it appeared to be because they had the suspects blood on them. 


Item 16-was one (1) bullet found on the bottom cement portion of the supporting post of the staircase 
landing. 
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Item 17 wa s one (1) bullet found in the parking lot in front of a silver ford pickup with a camper shell

Items A-G. Items A-G are bullet impact locations. Only 1 bullet was found in an impact point and that 
was letter F. After examination of F, a bullet was found inside. The impact locations and descriptions are 
as follows: 


A-Impact mark on a railing spindle. Located on the landing of the staircase on the middle or 5 th spindle 
from either side. This impact is on the railing that faces the parking lot. 
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B-Impact mark on the railing spindle. 1 st spindle down after the landing, or 19 th spindle up from the 
bottom of the staircase. On the railing that is facing the parking lot. This impact appears to be a through 
and through.

Apartment^^^^H^^^^^^^^^^^^^^H^^^^^^^^^^^Hlhere a narrow staircase a 
small balcony leading to each of the apartments on the second floor of the building. Officer Rack, Officer 
McCoy and I went to the front door of apartment Band knocked. A man opened the door and Officer 
McCoy drew his firearm and yelled at the man to drop the gun repeatedly. The man closed and locked the 
door. Officer McCoy got on the radio and advised dispatch of the situation while we moved away from the 
front door of the apartment to a position of safety. As we watched the front of the apartment building, the 
suspect opened the door multiple times and pointed his gun outside. I checked the back of the apartment 
building and determined the only exit from the apartment was through the front. We made the decision to 
start evacuating residents from the first floor apartments. 


While I was in the process of evacuating the second apartment on the first floor, the suspect opened the 
door and walked outside. I could hear several different officers repeatedly yelling at him to drop the gun. I 
was standing under the second floor balcony so I could not see him. I took a knee behind a small wall in 
front of the apartment I was evacuating. I saw the suspect walk down the stairs. I could see that he had a 
pistol in his hand and he appeared to be aiming it towards the officers in front of the building. The suspect 
was wearing an orange sleeveless shirt and blue jeans. He appeared to be moving very slowly and pointed 
the gun side to side as if at multiple targets in the direction of the officers. I drew my firearm and pointed it 
at him. Due to concerns over crossfire/blue on blue fire I decided not to engage the suspect and took cover 
behind the wall. I heard multiple shots fired and then it went quiet. I ran into the apartment and told the 
■■living there to go to the back of the apartment to get them out of the line of fire. I could see the 
suspect laying in a ball on the stairs from inside the apartment. Officers approached the suspect and placed 
him in handcuffs. 


The suspect was taken to Scripps Mercy Hospital by Paramedic unit 29. I met the paramedics at Mercy. 

The suspect arrived at Mercy at 0202 hours where the medical staff performed CPR until he was declared 
deceased at 0207 hours by Dr Yang. Joanna Wright, the lead nurse for the trauma unit, was my contact at 
the hospital. Wright told me the suspect had 10 bullet wounds to the front of his body but they hadn’t 
checked his back. The suspect only had a pair of keys on him. I maintained custody of the body while it was 
at the hospital until I was relieved Homicide Detective J. Cisneros #5811 and Medical Examiner Mark 
Malamatos #16.

When officers arrived, the suspect, later identified as Alberto Hernandez, answered the door with the hand 
gun in his hand and closed and locked the doors on the officers. The officers retreated to a position of cover 
until more units responded. Hernandez began opening the door and brandishing the handgun, but would 
then close the door. 

When Officer Torres and I arrived on scene, we parked at the east entrance of the apartment parking lot to 
block off any traffic from the road and to block off the parking lot entrance. As we exited the vehicle, officers 
were already in front of the apartment complex. Officers began shouting orders at Hernandez to drop his 
weapon. 

We ran towards the apartment to a position of cover behind parked vehicles in the parking lot. Hernandez 
was at the top of the stair case holding the handgun in his right hand. Hernandez was pointing it out at the 
officers in front of him. Hernandez began to walk down the stairs, still pointing his handgun towards officers. 
Hernandez was not complying with the Officer commands to put down the handgun. 

Hernandez still had the handgun pointed at officers and after repeated attempts to get compliance. Officers 
opened fire on the suspect as he was advancing towards them. Hernandez fell on the steps just below the 
middle platform and was laying there with the weapon still next to his right hand. Hernandez was no longer 
moving and was not responding to officer’s attempts to move away from the handgun. Hernandez was 
handcuffed by Officer Torres and Officer McCoy #7099. I assisted in clearing the apartment with other 
officers.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER BISHOP: 

Synopsis: 

On September 28, 2015, at 0153 hours, I received a telephone call from Lieutenant Paul RORRISON 
#4305 instructing me to respond to 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard regarding an Officer Involved 
Shooting Investigation. Lieutenant RORRISON stated Southern Patrol Officer’s had been involved in a 
shooting of a male at the apartment complex. The male later died from his injuries after being transported 
by paramedics. Lieutenant RORRISON directed Homicide Team IV to report to the scene and investigate 
the shooting incident. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0245 hours and joined other members of Homicide Team IV. 
Sergeant Chris TIVANIAN #5871 provided a briefing on the incident which began at 0317 hours and 
concluded at 0339 hours. The decedent was identified as Alberto HERNANDEZ. Sergeant TIVANIAN 
stated SDPD Communications received a 911 call from a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard 
Apartment M(later determined the male was HERNANDEZ who stated he wanted to shoot someone). 
Officer’s Jeff McCOY #7099, and Kyle RACK #7310 were the first officers to respond along with 
Officer Matthew HERKELMAN #7292 (Sergeant TIVANIAN did not discuss the shooting incident at 
this point in the briefing). Sergeant TIVANIAN said after the shooting of HERNANDEZ, Medic #29 
responded and performed CPR. HERNANDEZ was transported to Mercy Hospital and Officer 
HERKELMAN followed the medic vehicle in his police vehicle. HERNANDEZ was pronounced 
deceased by Doctor Yang at 0207 hours. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN identified the officers who fired their weapons at HERNANDEZ as Officer’s 
Jeffrey McCOY, Jonathon WELLS, and Brandon LULL. Sergeant TIVANIAN also identified Acting 
Sergeant Dean BISHOP as being present during the shooting, but he was unable to fire his weapon due to 
an equipment failure, (no ammunition in weapon).

After being briefed by Sergeant TIVANIAN, I assigned Homicide Team IV detectives to conduct witness 
interviews. I also assigned a detective to conduct the crime scene investigation. I next met with 
Lieutenant RORRISON who coordinated with attorney Charles WALKER from the Police Officer’s 
Association to facilitate having the officer’s involved in the shooting return for a walk-through of the 
shooting scene. All three officers returned to the scene and participated in a voluntary walk-through to 
show investigators their positions when the shooting occurred. Acting Sergeant BISHOP also 
participated, even though he did not fire his weapon. All parties involved responded to SDPD 
Headquarters for a formal interview with Lieutenant RORRISON and myself. Lieutenant RORRISON 
and I waited until all the officers involved had met with their legal representation and had viewed their 
BWC video before conducting the interviews. 

Lieutenant RORRISON and I interviewed Officer BISHOP in the homicide office with POA Attorney 
WALKER present. Prior to the interview, Officer BISHOP was allowed to watch his Body Worn Camera 
(BWC) footage of the incident in its entirety. After viewing the BWC footage, BISHOP agreed to 
provide a voluntary statement. 

At approximately 1020 hours, Lieutenant RORRISON and I began the interview with Officer BISHOP. 
The interview is documented below in a question and answer and word for word format.

So 
uh what I’m gonna do is let me go over this data sheet first. It’s just standard questions 
so obviously, your last name is BISHOP right?

there. Jeff was there. And there was somebody else there. I think it might have been uh, 
I’m not positive.

PC: Now what was the call specifically? Do you remember what it’s formatted at, or what it 

came out on the air?

DB: I remember them saying like a 911 call. I don’t know if she erred. I looked at the call 

afterwards but uh, I don’t remember if she erred or not that, you know, the guy, a gun 
being mentioned. Uh, but when Jeff got there, it was shortly after. I remember him saying 
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‘he does have a gun’. That’s when I said, you know, I acknowledged it. Started heading 
that way. 

PC: Okay. When you acknowledged it, did they ask you if there was a sergeant 10-4 or did 

you just automatically say get on and say, ‘Hey, I’m going that way?’ 

DB: I think I said I’m 10-4. Show me en route.’ 

PC: Okay. 

DB: I believe I said...I don’t think she asked. I just did it. 

PC: So when you heard Jeff put out, what do you specifically remember Jeff putting out, or 

do you remember what he said? He obviously said gun, but.... 

DB: I think he said he had a gun. He saw that the male had a gun and then he shut the door on 

them. 

PC: Okay. Okay. Okay so as you’re going there, obviously you’re going en route to the call, 

are you getting other updates or what’s the next thing before you go 10-97?

So when you’re in your position and they’re setting up and there’s an officer that’s 
evacuating everything else, uh what happens. When do you, when you...do you see the 
suspect come out a second time? Or what’s? ' 

I don t remember exactly how many times he came out. I would say he came out at least 
three times. And he kept opening the door and peek out, you know. A couple of times he 
kind of opened it a little bit. It seemed like he opened wider. A couple of times he 
cracked it and like looked. And then he’d close it. And to me it seemed like every time 
he opened the door, he would open it wider and wider. Until finally, that’s when he 
opened it. And he came all the out. 

Okay. Did you see when he’s doing this little peeking out and everything? Did you see 
him place the gun outside, or did you see any of that or he’s just opening the door and 
looking or? 

It seemed like he was opening it, but he would use like his left hand to open it. 

Um huh. 

Cause I could see that he had the gun. It looked like on the right hand cause I kept seeing 
the gun the whole time. 

Okay, before he comes out? The full door. So when he’s doing this peek-a-boo type 
thing, you can see the, with the back light that he has, something in his hand? 

It was clearly. No, it was, I could clearly see it was a gun. 

Okay. And is that made to everybody that’s in the group, or is it on the radio 
communication? Or verbally or do you remember? 

Uh, it was put out over the air. She asked what kind of gun it was. Uh, I said it was like a 
semiautomatic gun. 

Okay. So as he’s doing this and everybody is in their position pretty much, where we 
described them. What happens when he full on opens the door and comes out? What, 
what’s the next thing? 

I was on the air maybe putting something out. Cause I was asking if the lieutenant knew 
and then ABLE was overhead. He kept, he kept popping out and ABLE was saying, 
‘Which door it is?’ And I’m telling, I’m thinking, hey, it’s the one with the door. The 
guy, you know. At that point I wanted to make sure that ABLE was able to see that guy. 
And then he just kept coming. He kept coming all the way out. And he started co min g 
down the stairs. So I’m shouting at him, you know, ‘Drop the gun’ cause I can see that 
he has a gun in his hand. 

How many times did you think you did, ‘Drop gun’ or did you say you remember? 

At least, at least two or three times. I shouted, ‘San Diego Police! Drop the gun!’ 
Shouting like ‘Hey! ’ you know. Just yelling at him.

On September 28, 2015, at 0200 hours, I was off-duty when Sergeant Conley #4673 notified me of a 
callout. Sergeant Conley directed me to respond to 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard to assist with the 
investigation of an officer involved shooting. 


I arrived at the location at approximately 0259 hours and met with Lieutenant Rorrison #4305, and the 
other members of Homicide Team IV. The Homicide Team consisted of Sergeant Conley, Detectives 
Cisneros #5811, Lozano #4819, Collier #5537, and myself. Sergeant C. Tivanian #5871 conducted the 
briefing at 0317 hours. Sergeant Tivanian informed us the suspect, identified as Alberto Hernandez, was 
shot after he pointed a gun (later determined to be a replica firearm) at several officers. The three officers 
who fired their weapons were Officer B. Lull #7300, Officer J. McCoy #7099, and Officer J. Wells #7319. 
Alberto Hernandez was transported to Mercy Hospital, but was pronounced deceased at 0207 hours. The 
briefing ended at 0339 hours, and Homicide Team IV took over the investigation. 


After the briefing, Sergeant Conley directed me to con tact several witnesses including

I knocked on the front door several times, but there was no answer. Prior to leaving the scene, I knocked 
on the door several additional times, but again there was no answer.

I recorded my conversation with on a digital recorder. The below written statement is a synopsis 
only, and it is not meant to be a word for word account of my conversation with him. Please refer to the 
recording which I impounded on barcode #10537043 for additional information. essentially told me 
the following: 


I heard what I initially thought was arguing, but when I looked outside I saw the two cop cars 
parked there (pointing towards the parking lot in front of his apartment). I then saw the 
officers evacuating the people from the downstairs apartment. After that was when I saw the 
guy. I was looking out of my bedroom window when I saw the guy walking down the stairs 
holding a gun. He was walking really slow and he was holding the gun out in front of him 
|£H^uscd his right arm to point forward as if he was aiming a gun). The officers were right 
there in the area where he was pointing the gun. 

I could see one of the officers that was downstairs (pointing to the area where Officer 
McCoy had been) and I could hear him yelling, “Drop the gun, drop the gun!” I heard 
another officer yell, “Just shoot him,” but I don’t know which officer said that. At one point, 
I heard one of the officers telling the other officers that the guy had a 9mm Beretta. The first 
guy (possibly Officer McCoy) was calm and he was just telling the guy to put the gun .down, 
but once the guy started coming down the stairs the other officer (possibly Acting Sergeant 
Bishop) didn’t seem as calm and he started yelling to shoot him. 

When I saw the guy walking down the stairs, I knew something wasn’t right with him, 
because he was screaming or saying anything. He just looked very serious and out of it. I 
think I’ve seen the guy once before, but I don’t know him. It looked like he probably wanted 
to get killed; like suicid e by cop. If he didn’t want to get shot he probably would have just 
stayed in his ^^^^Jand something else would have eventually happened. 

I heard one shot and then approximately two seconds later I heard a bunch more shots. It’s 
sad what happened; I’ve never had to witness someone die before. I actually took a cell 
phone video of it, but my told me it was a bad idea to have it. I deleted it, and it 

can’t be recovered.

On 09/28/2015, at approximately 0200 hours, I received a telephone call from Detective Sergeant Paul 
CONLEY from Homicide Team IV. Sergeant CONLEY informed me there had been an Officer Involved 
Shooting at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard. I was instructed to meet with other investigators at the 
location. 

At approximately 0300 hours, I arrived on scene and met with other members of Homicide Team IV. At 
approximately 0317 hours, we were briefed of the incident by Serg eant TIVANIAN #5871. During the 
briefing, we learned a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard called into police dispatch at 
approximately 0104 hours requesting police assistance. It was lateiMearned at the conclusion of the 
briefing that the male was Alberto HERNANDEZ and he had actually told the dispatcher he had a gun and 
stated he was going to “Shoot her.” 

Southern Division Officers responded to the listed address and attempted to make contact at the front door 
of the apartment. Alberto answered the front door with a gun in his hand and then closed the door on the 
officers. 

Officers tactically took positions of cover in the complex parking lot and attempted to call Alberto out of 
the apartment. Alberto eventually exited the apartment and began pointing the gun at officers. Numerous 
commands to drop the weapon were made towards Alberto; however he continued pointing the gun 
towards the officers. Three officers fired at HERNANDEZ striking him several times. HERNANDEZ 
was transported to Mercy Hospital where he later succumbed to his injuries at 0207 hours. 

One of the witnesses identified during the briefing was Alberto 
was inside of the apartment during the incident.

family and I had gone on vacation to Mexico City and met with his family. I didn’t 
see him again after that until I was about ^years old at a birthday party in Mexico. 
WejIidnMcdk or anything, but I do remember see ing him there. Alberto was living in 
and I was living in at the time so we did not see each 

other that often. 
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Around this time, Alberto had an operation; I think to repair his appendix. In March 
of this year I had Alberto move in with me here so that I could take care of him and 
watch after him. 

Alberto would often tell me he was depressed because he was an alcoholic and did 
not want to live like this. Alberto was a very active person when he was younger and 
would exercise and lift weights, but alcohol was keeping him from having a normal 
life. Alberto would sometimes have his good days where he was not depressed but 
often the depression would come on without warning; mostly once he started 
drinking. 

I got home yesterday (09/27/2015) from at about 2:00PM and Alberto was 

still asleep. Alberto woke up at about 4:30PM or 5:00PM. I made Alberto dinner 
and gave him his high blood pressure and stomach medicine. Alberto watched the 
football game on TV for a while. Alberto then began feeling depressed again so I did 
what I usually do and began talking to him about the lord and reading scriptures 
fronUh^oible. Alberto even told me he was planning on going to a detox facility in 
wBHBB^ and a M.A.D.D program. We agreed that he would call the program in the 
morning and he went for a walk around the neighborhood. He was only gone for 
about 30 minutes, but when he returned he was depressed again. 

I again tried to talk to him about god and make him feel better about himself and his 
life. Alberto continued crying and telling me that he did not want to live like this 
anymore. Alberto did drink last night; he might have had a Coors light with his 
dinner and maybe drank two more Coors lights while watching the game. He 
primarily just drinks beer now. When Alberto first moved in with me he was heavily 
drinking red wine and that would make him extremely depressed. 

I talked to him about his drinking and was recently able to convince him to stop 
drinking wine and primarily drink beer, but he would often complain that it was hard 
for him and that his entire body would hurt. Alberto was not just depressed about his 
alcoholism he was also depressed about the death of his mother and father and he 
had recently heard that one of his brothers in Mexico may have died of cancer. 
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I didn ’t notice anything unusual or different in Alberto’s depressive behavior last 
night. It seemed pretty typically of what he would usually go through. Alberto could 
not wait until the morning to get help; he wanted the police to come to the house and 
arrest him so that they could then take him to a rehabilitation center. Alberto at first 
told me to call the police for him. 

I told Alberto that he should call and explain to the police that he did not feel good 
and that he wanted them (police) to take him to a rehabilitation center. Albert has 
never been suicidal since he has lived with me. All Alberto would tell me is that he 
did not want to live a life of alcohol dependency. At one point I even told Alberto I 
would order a taxi and have the taxi drive him to the police station on Coronado 
Avenue so that he could get some help. 

I cxplaincdto^^^Jtliat the police just do not arrest people because they ask to get arrested. I 

asked how Alberto was going to get arrested if he had not committed a crime. 

I think that is how Alberto got the idea of bringing out the plastic gun. I tried to tell 
him not to do anything dumb and to just tell the police that he needed help. Alberto 
even told me to call the police and make up a story that he had beat me and that he 
was going to kill me just so that he could get arrested. 

I told Alberto I was not going to lie to the police and say those things because they 
were not true. I then urged Alberto to call the police himself. Alberto finally called 
the police; He spoke to the dispatcher in English so I could not understand 
everything he was saying. I did understand him tell the dispatcher that he had a gun 
and I think he also told the dispatcher he was going to hurt me. I was standing right 
there next to him while he was on the phone with the dispatcher, never did he assault 
me or threaten me in any way. 

This was his way of making sure the police were going to respond to the house, 
arrest him and take him to a rehabilitation center. Alberto also couldn’t get help by 
himself, there were several times where Alberto tried to get help, but would back out 
at the last minute. 


The police took a long time to arrive at the house and I think that made Alberto even 
more impatient. When the police finally arrived, one of them saw me through the 
window and watched me walk to the front door. I opened the front door and that is 
when Alberto showed them the gun. 


During my conversation with 


|she would not admit to me that Alberto actually pointed the 


muzzle of the gun at the officers and only stated Albert showed the gun to the officers. 


Obviously Albert knew there was the possibility that the officers might shoot at him if 
he points a gun at them, but I don’t believe that was his intention. Alberto just 
wanted to get arrested and taken to a rehabilitation facility 
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When the officers saw the gun they ran away and they didn’t give me the opportunity 
to tell them the gun was plastic. The gun does not belong to me, I don ’t kn ow if 
Alberto brought it with him when he moved in or if it belongs to his young 7 had 
previously seen the gun here in the house and I placed it in a bag and put it in the 
closet. 

Before Alberto walked out of the house he urged me several times to lie on the 
ground because he did not want me to get hurt. Alberto Imew if he pointed the gun at 
the officers there was a high possibility the officers would fire their weapons at him. 
Alberto just did not want me to get hurt. 


During my convers^km with she stated there were no other weapons or replica weapons in 

the house. I asked if she would allow us to search her residence for any weapons, medications 

belonging to Alberto or items that may help the police understand why he did this. 
voluntarily signed the consent to search residence form (See Detective DUNGAN’s Investigative 
follow-up report for items recovered for complete details). 

During my conversation with ^^^Joetcctive Sergeant CONLEY and Homicide Lieutenant 
RORRISON # 4305 arrived to notify^^^l that Albert had succumbed to his injuries and was 
deceased. I assisted in Spanish translation during the death notification. I stopped the audio 
recording during this time and turned it back on when I resumed the interview. 

I was lying on the ground when Alberto walked outside. Soon after that is when I 
heard the gunshots. I can’t tell you how many gunshots I heard, but they were 
numerous consecutive gunshots. I then stood up and opened the front door to see 
what had happened, but the officers told me to close the door so I did not see what 
happened after that.

A radio call was aired in Southern Division regarding a male, later identified as Alberto HERNANDEZ, 
who called 911 stating he nee ded police and “I want to shoot her.” SoutheriYDivision patrol officers 
responded to HERNANDEZ’ 1 170 West San Ysidro Boulevard HI 

I listened on the radio as the officers were confronted at the door by EIERNANDEZ holding a handgun. 
The officers broadcast over the radio that HERNANDEZ was opening and closing the door while armed 
with a gun and there was a female inside the apartment as well. 

Based on the nature of the radio call, I believed the incident would likely require some assistance from 
SDPD SWAT. As the assigned SWAT leader I drove from Southeastern Division toward the incident. I 
also directed Southeastern Patrol Officers Campfiled #6037 and Lacangan #5957 ( both SWAT officers) 
to make their way to the incident. 


As I was driving on the Southbound 1-5, HERNANDEZ confronted the officers while armed and was shot 
by the officers. Upon my arrival at the scene Miarked my patrol car on the 1100 block of West San 
Ysidro and walked toward apartment number|ensuring I did not disturb and physical evidence in the 
parking lot area (shell casing, slugs, blood, etc). Medics were placing HERNANDEZ onto a gurney. 


I made contact with A/Sergeant D. Bishop #5937. I told him I would assist in securing the inner and 
outer perimeter with crime scene tape and coordinate a witness check. I also weirUugstai^^munitP” 
mak^ontact with Officer O, Torres #6618.

On 09/28/2015 at 0106 hours, Officer Rack #7310, Officer McCoy #7099 and I responded to a 911 call at 
1170 West San Ysidro Boulevard Apartment ® According to the call the 911 caller said “I want to shoot 
her.” 


Officer’s Statement: 


Apartment H' s the middle apartment on the second floor of the building. There is a narrow staircase and a 
small balcony leading to each of the apartments on the second floor of the building. Officer Rack, Officer 
McCoy and I went to the front door of apartment® and knocked. A man opened the door and Officer 
McCoy drew his firearm and yelled at the man to drop the gun repeatedly. The man closed and locked the 
door. Officer McCoy got on the radio and advised dispatch of the situation while we moved away from the 
front door of the apartment to a position of safety. As we watched the front of the apartment building, the 
suspect opened the door multiple times and pointed his gun outside. I checked the back of the apartment 
building and determined the only exit from the apartment was through the front. We made the decision to 
start evacuating residents from the first floor apartments. 


While I was in the process of evacuating the second apartment on the first floor, the suspect opened the 
door and walked outside. I could hear several different officers repeatedly yelling at him to drop the gun. I 
was standing under the second floor balcony so I could not see him. I took a knee behind a small wall in 
front of the apartment I was evacuating. I saw the suspect walk down the stairs. I could see that he had a 
pistol in his hand and he appeared to be aiming it towards the officers in front of the building. The suspect 
was wearing an orange sleeveless shirt and blue jeans. He appeared to be moving very slowly and pointed 
the gun side to side as if at multiple targets in the direction of the officers. I drew my firearm and pointed it 
at him. Due to concerns over crossfire/blue on blue fire I decided not to engage the suspect and took cover 
behind the wall. I heard multiple shots fired and then it went quiet. I ran into the apartment and told the 
I^Hliving there to go to the back of the apartment to get them out of the line of fire. I could see the 
suspect laying in a ball on the stairs from inside the apartment. Officers approached the suspect and placed 
him in handcuffs. 


The suspect was taken to Scripps Mercy Hospital by Paramedic unit 29. I met the paramedics at Mercy. 

The suspect arrived at Mercy at 0202 hours where the medical staff performed CPR until he was declared 
deceased at 0207 hours by Dr Yang. Joanna Wright, the lead nurse for the trauma unit, was my contact at 
the hospital. Wright told me the suspect had 10 bullet wounds to the front of his body but they hadn’t 
checked his back. The suspect only had a pair of keys on him. I maintained custody of the body while it was 
at the hospital until I was relieved Homicide Detective J. Cisneros #5811 and Medical Examiner Mark 
Malamatos #16.

The officers retreated to a position of cover 
until more units responded. Hernandez began opening the door and brandishing the handgun, but would 
then close the door. 

When Officer Torres and I arrived on scene, we parked at the east entrance of the apartment parking lot to 
block off any traffic from the road and to block off the parking lot entrance. As we exited the vehicle, officers 
were already in front of the apartment complex. Officers began shouting orders at Hernandez to drop his 
weapon. 

We ran towards the apartment to a position of cover behind parked vehicles in the parking lot. Hernandez 
was at the top of the stair case holding the handgun in his right hand.

Hernandez was not complying with the Officer commands to put down the handgun. 

Hernandez still had the handgun pointed at officers and after repeated attempts to get compliance. Officers 
opened fire on the suspect as he was advancing towards them.

POLICE INVESTIGATE OFFICER-INVOLVED SHOOTING IN SAN YSIDRO 


On Monday, September 28, 2015, at 1:15 a.m., San Diego Police Department Officers responded to 
a 911 hang-up call at an apartment in the 1100 block of W. San Ysidro Boulevard. A male caller 
stated he wanted to shoot a female, before the phone was disconnected. 


Responding officers knocked on the second story apartment door and were confronted by a 59 year 
old Hispanic male who answered the door armed with a handgun. The male pointed the handgun at 
officers before slamming the door shut. As the officers began evacuations of neighboring 
apartments, the suspect exited the apartment armed with the handgun and began walking down the 
stairs towards the officers while pointing the handgun at them. The suspect was given several 
verbal commands to drop the weapon, but he refused to comply. Fearing for their safety and the 
safety of the public, three San Diego Police Officers discharged their weapons striking the suspect. 


The suspect was transported to a local hospital where he succumbed to his wounds and was 
pronounced deceased. The suspect’s weapon was recovered at the scene and was found to be a 
replica of a semi-automatic handgun.

Ifemale was found unharmed in the apartment. 


Two of the officers involved in this incident have been with the San Diego Police Department for 1 
year. The third officer has been with the San Diego Police Department for 18 months.

CASE SYNOPSIS: 

On September 28, 2015, at 0153 hours, Lieutenant Paul RORRISON #4305 contacted 
Detective Sergeant Paul CONLEY #4673 regarding an Officer Involved Shooting 
investigation at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard. Lieutenant RORRISON stated Southern 
Patrol Officer’s had been involved in a shooting of a male at the apartment complex. The 
male later died from his injuries after being transported by paramedics. Lieutenant 
RORRISON directed Homicide Team IV to report to the scene and investigate the shooting 
incident. 


PATROL BRIEFING: 

On September 28, 2015, at 0317 hours, Sergeant Chris TIVANIAN #5871 provided a briefing 
on the incident. The decedent was identified as Alberto HERNANDEZ. Sergeant TIVANIAN 
stated SDPD Communications received a 911 call from a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro 
Boulevard Apartment^B Officer’s Jeff McCOY #7099, and Kyle RACK #7310 were the first 
officers to respond along with Officer Matthew HERKELMAN #7292 (Sergeant TIVANIAN did 
not discuss the shooting incident at this point in the briefing). Sergeant TIVANIAN said after 
the shooting of HERNANDEZ, Medic #29 responded and performed CPR. HERNANDEZ 
was transported to Mercy Hospital and Officer HERKELMAN followed the medic vehicle in 
his police vehicle. HERNANDEZ was pronounced deceased by Doctor Yang at 0207 hours. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN continued the briefing and stated the body was on the landing on the 
stairwell and the body was facing south and was face dowr^The weapon HERNANDEZ had 
was near his hand and moved by Officer McCOY.

HERNANDEZ told her when the police arrive at the house to stay inside. 

SHOOTING INCIDENT: 

Sergeant TIVANIAN stated when officers first arrived at the residence they witnessed the 
suspect holding a handgun (when they contacted him at the apartment upstairs). After 
seeing the handgun, the officers came down the stairs to take cover and keep an eye on the 
door. The suspect (now known to be Alberto HERNANDEZ) would open the door and point 
the gun in different directions at the officers downstairs. At one point, HERNANDEZ came 
out of the apartment with the gun in his hand. HERNANDEZ was given multiple commands 
to drop the gun. At this point three officers fired their weapons and one officer had a 
weapons malfunction. HERNANDEZ was shot as he was coming down the stairs. 

Several civilian witnesses were interviewed as it related to what they heard and saw and all 
were consistent with hearing officer’s give numerous repeated commands to drop the 
weapon. The witnesses described hearing 4 to 5 gunshots. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN identified the officers who fired as Jeffrey McCOY, Jonathan WELLS, 
and Brandon LULL. All officers were wearing Body Worn Cameras, but Officer WELLS did 
not have his on at the time of the incident. 

INVESTIGATION: 

Homicide Team IV responded to the scene and began their investigation after the patrol 
briefing. Detective Kim COLLIER #5537 was assigned to conduct the crime scene 
investigation along with Detective Al LOZANO #4819. Crime Scene Specialist Ally 
SOUTHERLAND #8411 was assigned to photograph and document the scene. Detectives 
Jon DUNGAN #6137 and Juan CISNEROS #5811 were assigned to interview the witnesses 
in the area who heard/saw the incident. Detective CISNEROS was also assigned to respond 
to the hospital to meet the Medical Examiner to witness HERNANDEZ body removal and 
document the tag number on the body bag. 

CRIME SCENE: 

The scene is located in the City of San Diego. The area is serviced by the San Diego Police 
Department’s Southern Patrol Division. The actual crime scene was outside an apartment 
complex located at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard. "nn^hootincOool^Dlac^utsid^h^^ 
complex on the stairway leading to the second story.

Detective COLLIER documented the crime scene by taking measurements, collecting 
various items of evidence to include shell casings, missile fragments, and the weapon 
HERNANDEZ pointed at officers.

SOUTHERLAND took overall photographs of the scene as we found it (see Crime Scene 
Report for details). 

OFFICER INTERVIEWS: 

Sergeant CONLEY met with Lieutenant RORRISON who coordinated with Charles WALKER 
from the San Diego Police Officer’s Association to see if the officers involved in the shooting 
would participate in a voluntary walk-through of the scene. Lieutenant RORRISON 
confirmed all three officers would come back to the scene and show investigators their 
positions where they fired from. Sergeant CONLEY recorded all three officers in the walk¬ 
through. 

Lieutenant RORRISON and Sergeant CONLEY went to SDPD Headquarters in anticipation 
of the interview with all the officers involved. Lieutenant RORRISON and Sergeant CONLEY 
waited until all Officers involved were produced with their legal representation to begin the 
interviews. 


Before the interviews were conducted, all the officers were allowed to view their Body Worn 
Cameras (BWC) that were activated during the incident. 

Sergeant CONLEY and Lieutenant RORRISON conducted the officer interviews in the 
Homicide Unit office. The interviews were recorded. The officer’s interviewed were Officer’s 
McCOY, Jeffrey, ID #7099, WELLS, Jonathon, ID #7319 LULL, Brandon, ID #7300 and 
Acting Sergeant Dean BISHOP #5837 (see individual interviews for details).

CRIME SCENE REPORT: 

On September 28, 2015, at approximately 0200 hours, I was contacted by Criminalist Eric 
Bieschke and informed of a Special Investigation at 1170 West San Ysidro Boulevard. I arrived 
at the scene at approximately 0303 hours. 

BRIEFING: 


The following is a synopsis of the briefing given at the scene, and information contained in the 
SDPD press release dated September 28, 2015. 

San Diego Police Dispatch received a 911 call from a male located at 1170 W. San Ysidro 
Boulevard, Apartment | stating that he was going to shoot a female. Officers responded and 
confronted the suspect who answered the door anned with a handgun. San Diego Police 
withdrew to cover. The suspect opened the door four or five times with the firearm in clear view 
each time. The suspect left his residence with the firearm in hand and started down the stairs 
toward the officers. The officers told the suspect to drop the firearm and instead the suspect 
pointed the firearm at the officers. Three officers fired their service pistols striking the suspect. 
The suspect was given first aid and transported to a hospital by paramedics where he was 
pronounced as deceased. 

Officer McCoy stated he went up the stairs to the door of Apartmentjand knocked. The suspect 
answered the door holding a handgun. Officer McCoy told the suspect to put the gun down and 
the suspect responded by closing the door. After the suspect closed the door, Officer McCoy 
withdrew to cover to a position on the ground level and northeast of the stairway. 
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Officer Lull stated he was northeast of Officer McCoy behind SDPD Unit 7116 parked against 
the east curb line of the parking area when the suspect exited his residence and started down the 
stairs. 

Officer Wells stated he was northeast of Officer McCoy and on the driver’s side of SDPD Unit 
7116 parked against the east curb line of the parking area when the suspect exited his residence 
and started down the stairs. 

Acting Sergeant Bishop state d he pa rked behind SDPD unit 7116 and moved west to a point 
between a truck parked in the^^Hparking space from the southeast corner of the parking lot 
and a car in the space. 

Three of the above officers fired from their positions. Based on information provided during the 
briefing at the scene and the firearms report on Acting Sergeant Bishop’s service firearm, there is 
no indication that he fired his pistol, See Figure 1. 

SCENE DESCRIPTION: 

The scene was located at the Apartment complex on 1190 W. San Ysidro Boulevard 

specifically in front of building^HH There are four units in building units Hand | on the 

ground level with units Hand H^bove. The scene was confined the area immediately north and 
outside of this building. See Figure 1. 

Directly north of buildingis a paved parking lot and the entrance to the apartment complex 
from W. San Ysidro Boulevard. The parking spaces are along the south side of this paved area 
with the east curb painted red. There is a sidewalk that boarders the parking lot on the east and 
south. See Figure 1. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

For the purpose of this report any reference to blood is meant to be apparent blood . 

Refer to Figure 1 for visual clarification of the following: 

SDPD Patrol Unit 7166 was parked against the red curb on the east side of the parking lot. 

Six cartridge cases in 9mm luger caliber (placards 1-6), were located on the ground behind and 
to the west of the patrol vehicle. Two cartridge cases in 9mm luger caliber (placards 8 and 9) 
were located on the sidewalk to the east and behind the patrol vehicle. One expended bullet 
(placard 7) was located on the ground directly behind the patrol vehicle. 

Three cartridge cases in 9mm luger caliber (placards 10-12), were located on the ground in the 
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second parking space from the southeast corner of the parking lot. 


One lead core from a bullet (placard 17) was located on the ground in the 
from the southeast comer of the parking lot.

One bullet jacket (placard 16) was located on the ground underneath the stairway landing to the 
second floor. 


A Daisy brand Powerline BB gun in .177 caliber (placard 13) was located on the grass adjacent 
to the junction of the walkway to unitjand the sidewalk. 

One expended bullet (placard 14) was located on the walkway to uni t| directly in front of the 
entrance to the stairs. 


One expended bullet (placard 18) was located on the patio outside of unit| 

There were three bullet strike marks (placards A, B, and C) on the vertical rails of the stairs and 
three bullet strike marks (placards D, E, and F) on the stucco wall above the door to unitH An 
expended bullet was removed from the strike mark labeled F. There was a bullet strike mark 
(placard G) on the door to unitHj 

There was a small pool of blood located on the first step down from the landing of the stairs that 
was the reported area where the suspect fell after the incident. 

Officer McCoy’s firearm was a Glock model 17 chambered in 9mm luger caliber. An 
examination of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” three cartridges had been 
fired from the pistol. See Firearms Report by Criminalist LaChimia dated September 29, 2015. 

Officer Lull’s firearm was a Glock model 17 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An examination 
of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” six cartridges had been fired from the 
pistol. See Firearms Report by Criminalist Wilson dated September 30, 2015. 

Officer Wells’ firearm was a Glock model 17 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An examination 
of this firearm indicated that if the pistol was “hot loaded” two cartridges had been fired from the 
pistol. See Firearms Report by Criminalist Loznycky dated September 29, 2015. 

Officer Bishop’s firearm was a Sig Sauer model P229 chambered in 9mm Luger caliber. An 
examination of this firearm indicated that the firearm and spare magazines were in an unloaded 
condition. See Firearms Report by Criminalist Rebick dated September 30, 2015 
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TRAJECTORIES: 

No trajectories could be determined for the above bullet strike marks other than to say the bullets 
making the strike marks traveled from north to south. 

SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 

The suspect’s injuries consisted of multiple gunshot wounds to the upper chest and the abdomen, 
the right foreann and elbow, the upper arm front and rear, the right shoulder, and the lower left 
leg front and rear. Four expended bullets were recovered from the wounds. See the report by the 
Medical Examiner Doctor Schaber for a detailed list of his injuries. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Information from the crime scene, fireanns reports, and the photographs from the autopsy were 
used to form the following conclusions. 

Officer McCoy discharged his service pistol a total of three times. This is supported by the 
fireanns report and the three cartridge cases located at his reported position north and east of the 
stairway. 

Officer Lull discharged his service pistol a total of six times. This is supported by the fireanns 
report and the six cartridge cases located at his reported position at the back of patrol unit 7166. 

Officer Wells discharged his service pistol a total of two times. This is supported by the firearms

The Glock model pistol was received with its trigger set, its slide locked back (out of battery), 
and its three magazines #1, #2, and #3 unseated. One “loose” 9mm Luger caliber cartridge was 
found with the pistol. 

The unseated magazine #1 was examined and fifteen 9mm Luger caliber cartridges were found 
in the magazine (seventeen cartridge capacity). The unseated magazine #2 was examined and 
seventeen 9mm Luger caliber cartridges were found in the magazine (seventeen cartridge 
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capacity). The unseated magazine #3 was examined and seventeen 9mm Luger caliber cartridges 
were found in the magazine (seventeen cartridge capacity). 

The capacity of Clock model pistol in the “Hot Loaded” condition with any one of unseated 
magazines #1, #2, and #3 [one cartridge in the chamber and seventeen cartridges in any one of 
the unseated magazines #1, #2, and #3] is eighteen cartridges. The total capacity of this model 
pistol “Hot Loaded” with the three unseated magazines #1, #2, and #3 submitted with the pistol 
is fifty-two cartridges. 

Fifty cartridges were received with the pistol. Fifty-two cartridges minus the fifty cartridges 
received with the pistol equals two cartridges. This would indicate that SDPD Officer WELLS 
fired his pistol two times. The number of shots fired would be less than two if the officer loaded 
the pistol’s unseated magazine #1 to less than its seventeen cartridge capacity. 

The dock model pistol was checked for function and safety and the pistol was found to be 
operable. 

No further information was obtained. Details of aft examinations are on file at the Laboratory.

On 09/28/2015, at approximately 0200 hours, I received a telephone call from Detective Sergeant Paul 
CONLEY from Homicide Team IV. Sergeant CONLEY informed me there had been an Officer Involved 
Shooting at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard. I was instructed to meet with other investigators at the 
location. 


At approximately 0300 hours, I arrived on scene and met with other members of Homicide Team IV. At 
approximately 0317 hours, we were briefed of the incident by Sergeant TIVANIAN #5871. During the 
briefing we learned a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard called into police dispatch at 
approximately 0104 hours requesting police assistance. 

It was later learned at the conclusion of the briefing that the male was Alberto HERNANDEZ and he had 
actually told the dispatcher that he had a gun a was going to “Shoot her”. 

Southern Division Officers responded to the listed address and attempted to make contact at the front door 
of the apartment. Alberto answered the front door with a gun in his hand and then closed the door on the 
officers. 


Officers tactically took positions of cover in the complex parking lot and attempted to call Alberto out of 
the apartment. Alberto eventually exited the apartment and began pointing the gun at Officers. Numerous 
commands to drop the weapon were made towards Alberto; however he continued pointing the gun at 
officers. Three officers fired at HERNANDEZ striking him several times. HERNANDEZ was 
transported to Mercy Hospital where he later succumbed to his injuries at 0207 hours. 

At the conclusion of the scene briefing, I was tasked to meet with the Medical Examiner Investigator at 
Mercy Hospital. I arrived at Mercy Hospital at 0730 hours and met with Medical Examiner Investigator 
Mark MALAMATOS t^^an^his assistant Sammy ABDAL #54830. MALAMATOS provided me 
Medical Examiner case^m 

I was present as MALAMATOS and ABDAL prepared HERNANDEZ’S body to be transported to the 
Medical Examiner’s Office.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER MCCOY: 


Synopsis: 

On September 28, 2015, at 0153 hours, I received a telephone call from Lieutenant Paul RORRISON 
#4305 instructing me to respond to 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard regarding an Officer Involved 
Shooting investigation. Lieutenant RORRISON stated Southern Patrol Officer’s had been involved in a 
shooting of a male at the apartment complex. The male later died from his injuries after being transported 
by paramedics. Lieutenant RORRISON directed Homicide Team IV to report to the scene and investigate 
the shooting incident. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0245 hours and joined other members of Homicide Team IV. 
Sergeant Chris TIVANIAN #5871 provided a briefing on the incident which began at 0317 hours and 
concluded at 0339 hours. The decedent was identified as Alberto HERNANDEZ. Sergeant TIVANIAN 
stated SDPD Communications received a 911 call from a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard 
Apartment H(later determined the male was HERNANDEZ who stated he wanted to shoot someone). 
Officer’s Jeff McCOY #7099, and Kyle RACK #7310 were the first officers to respond along with 
Officer Matthew HERKELMAN #7292 (Sergeant TIVANIAN did not discuss the shooting incident at 
this point in the briefing). Sergeant TIVANIAN said after the shooting of HERNANDEZ, Medic #29 
responded and performed CPR. HERNANDEZ was transported to Mercy Hospital and Officer 
HERKELMAN followed the medic vehicle in his police vehicle. HERNANDEZ was pronounced 
deceased by Doctor Yang at 0207 hours. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN identified the officers who fired their weapons at HERNANDEZ as Officer’s 
Jeffrey McCOY, Jonathon WELLS, and Brandon LULL. Sergeant TIVANIAN also identified Acting 
Sergeant Dean BISHOP as being present during the shooting, but he was unable to fire his weapon due to 
an equipment failure,(no ammunition in weapon). 
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After being briefed by Sergeant TIVANIAN, I assigned Homicide Team IV detectives to conduct witness 
interviews. I also assigned a detective to conduct the crime scene investigation. I next met with 
Lieutenant RORRISON who coordinated with attorney Charles WALKER from the Police Officer’s 
Association to facilitate having the officer’s involved in the shooting return for a walkthrough of the 
shooting scene. All three officers returned to the scene and participated in a voluntary walkthrough to 
show investigators their positions when the shooting occurred. All three officers then responded to SDPD 
Headquarters for a formal interview with Lieutenant RORRISON and myself. Lieutenant RORRISON 
and I waited until all the officers involved had met with their legal representation prior to begining the 
interviews. 

Lieutenant RORRISON and I interviewed Officer McCOY in the homicide office with POA Attorney 
WALKER present. Prior to the interview, Officer McCOY was allowed to watch his Body Worn Camera 
(BWC) footage of the incident in its entirety. After viewing the BWC footage, McCOY agreed to provide 
a voluntary statement. 

At approximately 0800 hours, Lieutenant RORRISON and I began the interview with Officer McCOY. 
The interview is documented below in a question and answer and word for word format. 


PR: Paul RORRISON, Lieutenant - SDPD Homicide Unit 

PC: Paul CONLEY, Sergeant - SDPD Homicide, Team IV. 

JM: Jeffrey McCOY, Patrol Officer - Southern Division - 3 rd Watch 

CW: Charles Webb WALKER - POA Attorney 

PC: You ready? Today’s date is September 28, 2015. The time is approximately 0800. I’m 

with Officer Jeffrey McCOY and his POA appointed Attorney Charles Webb WALKER, 
along with a Homicide Lieutenant Paul RORRISON and I am Sergeant Paul CONLEY 
from Homicide Team 4. So, okay, Jeff, what we’re gonna do right is this is a data sheet. 
It’s just uh, it has some pre-printed questions. They’re pretty simple; name, date, when 
you slept and stuff like that. That doesn’t really have anything to do with the incident so 
we’ll start with that first, so. 

JM: Okay. 

PC: Uh, last name’s McCOY. It’s M-C-C-O-Y? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay, and Jeffrey, J-E-F-F... 

JM: R-E-Y. 

PC: And you said Mike, middle name Michael? 

JM: Michael. 

PC: Okay, M-I-C-H-A.... 

JM: A-E-L. 
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PC: Okay. And how old are you? 

JM: SB 

PC: Okav^mcWouHfrrthdate 

jm: 

PC: 08-20-75. And how tall are you? 

JM: Uh, 5’9” 

PC: Okay, how much you weigh? 

JM: 175. 

PC: And hair color? 

JM: Brown. 

PC: And eyes? 

JM: Hazel. 

PC: And your police ID number? 

JM: 7-0-9-0. 

PC: And your badge number which is 4-7-7-7 okay. And what date where you hired? Just 

month and year if you remember? 

JM: Uh, February 5, 2014. 

PC: And what’s your current assignment? 

JM: Patrol. Southern Patrol. 

PC: Okay, Southern Patrol. Obviously 3 ld Watch? 

JM: Yes. 

PC: And who’s your supervisor? 

JM: Uh, direct supervisor is Acting Sergeant Dean Bishop 

PC: Okay. And what’s the length that you’ve been in patrol? So from the Academy you’re 

Phase Training? 

JM: Uh, since Phase Training, so it’s be June of 2014. It’s a 4/10. 

PC: Okay, so 4/10, about a year and a couple of months? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: A year. June, July, August, September. A year and five months. Okay. And what is your 

unit number? Do you remember? 

JM: Uh, tonight was 725J.

what I like to do is I like to walk just a little bit back on when you attended....when you 
went to lineup. 

JM: Um huh. 

PC: Um, obviously, and then anything leading up prior, like any calls you had. Any arrests. 

Just briefly though, so... 

JM: Okay. 

PC: So you go to lineup at 2100 right? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay, go from there. 

JM: So at 2100 we had a lineup. Uh, we went over a bunch of incidents, uh, incident logs 

from the night before cause we were really busy. And so we got out of there. It was a 
little bit longer than normal. So I think it was like 2130 when we actually went 10-8. Got 
car vehicles and started logging. 
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PC: Um huh. 

JM: Uh, didn’t have to get fuel for my vehicle this time and uh, cause there was a lot of calls 

holding so I, I just went 10-8 immediately to go out and start fielding some calls. 

PC: Okay. Now what call, what kind of call is just normal? 

JM: There was a lot of, it was actually, there was three or four narcotic calls holding. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, a few 415s and um, there was a missing persons, which was a possible chance for a 

high risk missing persons. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And uh just a couple of others general calls. 

PC: Just basic police stuff in the beginning? 

JM: Yes. 

PC: Okay. Did you make contact with anybody? Like FI’s or bike stops or? 

JM: I did. I actually got into a very short pursuit. Foot pursuit. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, and that was one of the narcotic calls, but I was never able to contact the guy, so. It 

was a call of somebody selling drags. 

PC: Uh huh. 

JM: We got....went 97 and there was the guy. 

PC: Um huh. 

JM: And I told him to stop and he took off. And I lost sight of him very quickly and put it out 

over the radio.

Oh, the “Super 8”. Yeah, 

The “Super 8” on Palm. 


PC: 

JM: 

Okay. 

Uh went there, contacted a young lady. And the officers had responded. That call was 
actually three of us. It was myself, RACK, Officer RACK and Officer HERKELMAN. 

PC: 

JM: 

Okay. 

I screw his name up. 


PC: 

JM: 

Yeah. 

I’m embarrassed about it. So the three of us went to that call. 


PC: 

JM: 

Right. 

And we met, we contacted the young lady who had screamed and whatever. 

it was just, it was a K, a simple K. 

And we, and 

PC: 

JM: 

Okay, just a 415? 

Correct. 


PC: 

JM: 

Okay. 

Cleared that call and the 415 came out as the, of the.... 


PC: 

JM: 

Okay. That’s the incident call? 

Yes, that’s the incident call that we were talking about. 


PC: 

JM: 

Now the call that came out, how do you remember it coming out? 

It came out as a 415 of a male calling into 911 and saying to the dispatcher or the call 
taker that he was going to shoot her. 

PC: 

JM: 

Okay, so you specifically remember that coming out over the air? 

Yes. 


PC: 

JM: 

So there was a call, a male called 911 saying that he was.... 

‘I’m going to, I want to shoot her’. So it was like something, like around those lines. I 
want to shooter. I’m going to shoot her. 
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PC: Okay, now when that call comes out, are you dispatched to that call or do you volunteer. 

Or who’s the primary person? 

JM: I was...I believe, I think the call...I honestly I think the call was holding and I went ahead 

and just said, ‘You can’....or I heard it over the air and they were waiting for clear units. 
So I said Clear us with a ‘K’ and go ahead and send my’ — I actually said, ‘Send myself, 
23 J and uh, 11J. 

PC: Cause they were with you on the prior call? 

JM: Correct. So I said, ‘The three of the us can go over there and handle that’. 

PC: Okay. So you guys all in transit there? 

JM: All three. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And we all went 97 at the exact same time. 

PC: Okay, so you were basically in transit from the ‘Super 8’ 415 call? 

JM: Yeah. Traveled....uh, we took Palm back to the 5 South. Took the 5 South. I got off on 

Dairy Mart. Made a left on West San Ysidro and went 97 to that location. 

PC: Okay. Now you go 10-97. Where do you park? 

JM: I pull up. I’m the very first vehicle and so I pull up and it was SUV that we pointed out 

during our ‘walk-through’. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So I was the very lead vehicle. I pull up in front of the complex there. 

PC: Okay, and you pull up and then where are the other guys? 

JM: Uh, right behind. Well one vehicle is right behind me. The other pulled off, I believe, to 

the right somewhere (inaudible at 9:11, but sounds like he’s saying “in that area”). 

PC: Okay. So it’s you. Now three officers you mentioned their names before. What were 

they? 

JM: Officer RACK. And he was... 

PC: Now you say RACK. Was... 

JM: Kyle RACK, R-A-C-K. 

PC: Okay. So Officer RACK. 

JM: Yeah, R-A-C-K. And he was 723J. 

PC: Okay. And then uh...? 

JM: Officer....I’m sorry. Pie’s the.... 

PC: Is that HESSEL? 

JM: IsitHESSLE? What is it? 
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PC: Uh... 

JM: INKLEMAN or HESSLE.... 

PC: Yeah, it’s, it’s HERKELMAN. 

JM: HERKELMAN, sorry. I, I... 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Sorry, I butcher his name. 

PC: It’s all right. HERKELMAN. 

JM: HERKELMAN. 

PC: You three are there? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So I get out of my vehicle and as I’m approaching along the sidewalk, urn, Officer RACK 

cut across the parking lot. And he was actually at the bottom of the stairs. He beat me to 
the bottom of the stairs. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And I, and the first thing I said to him was, ‘Hey, I’ve been here before. Let me be 

contact on this call.’ Because these two officers are brand new to the division. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: They just came off of phase training. 

PC: Okay. Now you say you’ve been there before. Had you actually been there before? 

JM: Yes. 

PC: Do you remember going there? 

JM: Yes. 

PC: On a previous incident? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Do you remember what that was? 

JM: I believe there was a check the welfare incident. 

PC: Okay. Do you know how long ago that was? 

JM: I don’t. And I know dispatch on the way the calls, she put out a couple of incidents, uh, 

history, incident history on it. 

PC: Okay. So basically you told the other two guys which was RACK and HERKELMAN, 

‘Hey, I’ve been here before. Let me go up and handle this’? 

JM: Yeah. 
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PC: Basically you assumed the responsibility to contact the person? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: But you can’t specifically remember what the incident was. Or do you remember that it 

was a check the welfare? 

JM: It was a check the welfare. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: From what I remembered it before was the, the gentleman, the suspect tonight had called 

the police saying something about his uh being held hostage or 

something. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, and we found that later on in the investigation, there was no issues with the^m 

PC: Okay. 

JM: That^Hwas not at that location. Fie was with his^^m 

PC: Okay. Okay. So now you three are all there and you guys decide to make contact, right? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay, so what happens next? 

JM: So I walk up the stairs with Officer RACK and TRACE right behind me and then... 

PC: You said TRACE? 

JM: I’m sorry. Fie was right behind me. So I was walking up the stairs first. 

PC: Uh huh. 

JM: And then he, I call RACK. Officer RACK was directly behind me as we were walking 

up the stairs. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh.... 

PC: So it’s just you and RACK walking up? 

JM: Well and then the third officer was walking up as well. 

PC: Is that HERKELMAN or? 

JM: HERKELMAN. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: But he stopped halfway up. Cause there’s not a whole lot of room... 

PC: Right, right. 

JM: along that porch. 
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PC: Okay. So you walk up the steps. Uh, you and RACK and then HERKELMAN stayed a 

little behind. Okay. So you get up to the top. Now what happens? 

JM: I knock on the door. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And of course, I’m sorry just to backtrack a little bit. I did activate my body worn 

camera as I’m going up the stairs. 

PC: Okay. Go ahead. 

JM: I knock on the door and Officer RACK goes to my left and along the porch. And he 

looks into the open....the window has blinds on it, but on the far left of the window, it’s 
kind of pulled open because of the fan. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: There was a fan blowing cool air from the outside in. 

PC: Okay. So RACK looked in the window? 

JM: Yes. He looks in and he says,‘Hey, somebody’s coming to the door.’ 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Um, and then, and then the door opened and that’s when I saw the gentleman open the 

door with his left hand and lie has the Beretta 9mm on his right. 

PC: Okay. So now let me back up there. So he opened the door and uh you said he had....you 

specifically said he had a Beretta 9 mil. 

JM: Correct. 

PC: In his...which hand? 

JM: Right hand. 

PC: Okay. Now what makes you say Beretta 9 mm. Obviously, you’re probably familiar with 

firearms if you’re Navy. 

JM: Yes. I served 20 years in the Marine Corp prior to this job and that was a service weapon 

that we used in the Marine Corp. And as soon as I saw it, I knew, identified it as a 
Beretta 9 millimeter. 

PC: Okay. And then uh what happens next? So you see the weapon and the doors open? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: The doors only cracked probably, approximately 18 to 24 inches. Just enough to see his 

right half of his body, maybe even a little bit more. Cause he’s still kind of a little bit 
behind the door. He has the Beretta 9mm and it’s all black. 
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PC: Um huh. 

JM: Uh, in his right. And he’s kind of....it’s not pointing at me. It’s kind of pointing down 

towards my knee. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And I immediately draw my weapon and tell him, ‘San Diego Police! Put the gun 

down! ’ He immediately shuts the door in my face. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So I get on the radio and I put it out what, to dispatch what had happened. That the 

gentleman had answered the door with a gun in his hand. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And that he had closed the door on me. And I tell RACK to back off. Come off the 

porch away from the window and go down the steps. And then we kind of leap frog uh, 
back down to the bottom of the stairs. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Yeah. 

PC: Now you’re reasoning obviously to get down the steps cause you’re on a narrow 

walkway thing. So you just want to get obviously.... 

JM: Cause we just wanted to get off. It just seemed in my mind it happened so quickly, I 

wasn’t sure if the, if the gentleman was confused uh with who was outside. 

PC: Um huh. 

JM: So I just wanted to get away from the porch and then, you know, be able to...I knew the 

window was open so he’d be able to hear commands. 

PC: Um huh. 

JM: Uh, so I would be able to, you know, maybe readdress or, you know, try to make contact 

with him verbally, to let him know that it’s, you know, police outside. 

PC: Okay. So you get down there? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay. Just you three are there now? 

JM: Y es. Only the three of us at that point. 

PC: Okay, so then what happens? 

JM: So then RACK is to my right which would be to the north of the building. Uh, and 

HERKELMAN is to my left. I ask him, ‘Hey, can you go through the fence. There’s a 
gated’....there was a gated fence there. I asked him if he could gain access and just 
confirm that there’s no way of escape out the back. 
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PC: Okay. 

JM: Um, and then I...at that time I could hear him locking the front door. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So to me it seemed like okay, he’s locking the front door. He’s barricading himself. I 

put out over the radio at that time uh, it sounds to me....I could hear the deadbolt. It 
wasn’t like a chain; it was an actual deadbolt. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, put it out over the radio, ‘He’s locking himself in’. And then I had talked to 

HERKELMAN a little bit because RACK is in a good position. You could see, you 
know, up at the top of the stairs at the door. If the door was open, he’d be able to see 
what’s going on. And that’s when I just started coordinating with others that are 
responding. And then.... 

PC: Okay. 

JM: I, I did ask HERKELMAN just to confirm to stay...I actually told him to go ahead and 

stay behind the fence there and keep an eye on the windows, cause he said there was 
no...he was...’more apartments on the back side’. So no way for anybody to go out the 
back. 

PC: Okay, So you have the front door and you’re coordinating the two officers that come in 

and your arrival people, telling them where to go when they’re coming in? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, so I ask dispatch around that time if we could get off or make a callback. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: To let them know that it’s the police outside. Uh, dispatch tells me that I would have to 

do that. So I go ahead and start walking to my vehicle to make that phone call cause I 
didn’t have the number. I was going to use my cell. 

PC: Right. 

JM: Walked back to my vehicle and that’s when Sergeant BISHOP shows up. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So I went ahead and went straight to him and I started asking him, ‘Hey can you make a 

callback to notify, hey it’s the police inside’. And that’s when I heard Officer RACK yell 
out, ‘Put the gun down! ’, you know. 

PC: Now where, when BISHOP came up where did he go or where did you meet him? 

JM: So my vehicle was the SUV, the number one vehicle. 

PC: Yeah. You went to go to retrieve the phone to make, or the number to make the callback. 

JM: Correct. 
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PC: Acting Sergeant BISHOP shows up. So they make contact with him. 

JM: Directly two vehicles behind my vehicle. 

PC: Okay. Okay. Okay. 

JM: And I was standing next to him at his vehicle when Officer RACK started yelling, ‘Put 

the gun down! ’ Started giving commands. 

PC: Okay. Specifically he said that? 

JM: Yes. He said, ‘San Diego Police. Put the gun down!’ 

PC: Okay. How many times do you think he said that? 

JM: Uh, I would, I would, I mean estimate from my memory it was probably three. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And then, then the gentleman shut the door. So what had happened was he had opened 

the door, pointed the gun at him apparently or he could see him with the gun. 

PC: But you didn’t see him do that? You were just....? 

JM: No. So I would say just from what he did later on. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So, but Kyle RACK gave those commands to put the gun down. I ran back up to a 

position so I could kind of see which was...there was a vehicle directly in front of mine. 
An orange vehicle. I basically put myself at the front left corner of the vehicle, so I could 
see as well to get another angle. Uh, at that point I heard the door shut. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So I never observed the weapon at that point. 

PC: But you heard another officer yell to put the gun down. So you believe that he obviously 

saw a gun. 

JM: Correct. 

PC: And you had seen a gun earlier? 

JM: Yes. 

PC: So, okay. Go ahead. 

JM: So at that time uh, he shut the door. So in my mind I was thinking, okay, this is going to 

be a barricaded suspect uh with a weapon. I want to start getting people in the local 
apartments out. So I had HERKELMAN com^iround out of the gated fence. And I told 
him to, ‘Let’s start evacuating Apartmentwhich is the one directly below that 
apartment. 
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PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, we made contact with the people in there and then Sergeant BISHOP had moved up 

to my right and was in between some of the parked cars. Almost even, I would say 
parallel with Officer RACK. So he’s in a parking lot and RACK’S at the corner of the 
building. So they were parallel to each other. 

PC: Are they on the same side to the north of the apartment? 

JM: Yeah, correct. 

PC: Okay. So two of them are on the north? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay, and you’re underneath....Okay. I got you. Okay. 

JM: And uh, and then where I was standing I was concealed by the tree that had grown there. 

So the, if he was to peek out, he wouldn’t be able to see me. So I felt comfortable. I 
know I was covered, but the concealment I felt was good enough so I could start directing 
the movement and the evacuation of the people in that apartment. 

PC: Now you’re talking the tree that’s right next to the stairwell (Inaudible at 20:35)? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: I...Okay. Okay. Okay, so you’re directing them. What happens next? 

JM: So we did make contact with the family down below. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: HERICELMAN was explaining to them. I ran up and just told them, ‘Hey, look. The guy 

upstairs has a gun. He’s pointing it at us. We need you to geUm^kmmdMilLyouMhings 
and don’t expect to come back for a little bit’. So it was a 


PC: Okay. 

JM: They grabbed their stuff and we quickly told them to run along the sidewalk and go to 

other officers. I actually escorted with them. I was right behind them and handed them 
off to it was Officer LOWELL. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And I explained to him and told him, ‘Hey, put them in your car. Put them in 

somebody’s car. Just get them out of sight.’ Um, you know, ‘But make sure you hand 
them off to an officer and stay with them’. Don’t let them... 

PC: Okay. 

JM: He didn’t really take ownership of them. He kind of passed them off to somebody else. 

I’m not sure who what was but, then I returned back to the position near that orange car. 
The front left area almost to....in the same area where I could see. 
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PC: Sure. 

JM: Cause the next step was to go to Apartment ^ 

PC: Okay. 

JM: To do the same, same evacuation. Try to contact whoever’s in there to get them out. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: HERKELMAN walks over there and starts to knock on that door. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: That’s when I heard uh, ‘Put the gun down!’ I look up and I see...I can see him, cause I 

could see through the trees. And it was enough light that I could see...he was pointing the 
gun out. Opening the door and kind of showing himself with the gun in his right hand. 

PC: Is that before or after somebody said, ‘Put the gun down’ which makes you look up and 

then see that? 

JM: I hear, ‘Put the gun down! ’ So I look up. 

PC: Right and you see what? 

JM: I see the suspect just kind of...I just see his right arm sticking out the door with the gun. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Pointing outward. I don’t know where, in what direction. He was just pointing out. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So..., 

PC: Now who yelled, ‘Put the gun down!’ Do you remember? 

JM: I believe it was Sergeant, Acting Sergeant BISHOP and RACK. It was officers to my 

right. And they were the only two there at that point. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, and then...but I do know that Officer LOWELL, since I’d seen him with the people, I 

knew he had moved up, but I’m not sure where he went. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Repositioned himself. Uh, so I immediately started moving to behind the tree, because I 

was close to it. Uh, and that’s when he exited the door. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: The suspect. 
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PC: Okay. 

JM: He exited the door. Everyone’s giving commands. I gave, I gave at least one or two 

commands, uh, you know,‘San Diego Police. Put the gun down! Put the gun down!’ I 
backed off of the tree cause I was, he was starting to close that distance. Even though he 
was coming down the stairs, he was still closing the distance to me. But he didn’t know I 
was there because I was in the dark, and behind the tree. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And I actually got myself back onto the sidewalk. Uh, he continued to move down the 

stairs and I could clearly see the gun, so and we’re all yelling, you know, put the gun 
down. Uh, he made it to the landing. There’s a landing. So you’ve got the first set 
coming down from the top of the apartment down to a landing. And then you go back 
down another set of stairs to the actual ground. 

PC: Right. 

JM: He made it to that landing and he turned and started to kind of walk down the steps again 

to actually come all the way to the ground level. 

PC: Yeah, just let me back you up real quick. 

JM: Yeah. 

PC: When he’s coming out of the door okay and you clearly see the gun and stuff okay, uh 

where’s his position? Is he coming out like a, a, lack of a better term, like a SWAT two 
handed shooting stance coming out? Or is he just waving it in the air? Or what’s his 
motion with the gun? Um, what’s he doing with it? 

JM: Yeah. His position was, his left hand was down by his side. His right hand was 

almost...it was like the elbow was up against his side. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So he was kind of like cuffed and he had the gun in his right hand. And he was just 

walking. It looked like he was walking like a robot. Just kind of like walking down the 
stairs. He was looking around with his face and his eyes, and the gun was....everywhere 
he looked, the gun would go. 

PC: Okay. So the gun would train where his eyes were moving? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay. Okay. And as he’s walking down to that landing portion? 

JM: Correct. He’s doing that. And he’s focused on the other officers. But where I was, I 

couldn’t engage him at that point because of the bushes and stuff. You know, I didn’t...I 
wanted to make sure I was clear of the tree. 
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PC: Right. 

JM: Uh, once he made it down that landing, he actually turned towards the other officers. I 

hit him with my flashlight that was on my weapon. And that’s when he turned, started to 
turn towards me. And he’s already down one or two steps off of that first landing coming 
towards the ground level. He started turning to towards me and then he stops and then he 
does this like, you know, two-hand grip on the weapon and starts pointing it out. 

PC: Towards you? 

JM: No, towards the other officers that were, that would Sergeant BISHOP. 

PC: Towards the north? 

JM: Correct. Towards the north. Officers there in between the parked cars. 

PC: So when you hit with the light, you’re to the south of where they’re to the north. So did 

that divert him? Did he train on you first and then go back to them? 

JM: Yeah. I believe he looked at him with the weapon towards me. 

PC: Uh huh. 

JM: But then, but he only, still he had it one-handed at that point. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And he was looking at me. But like I said, everywhere he looked, the gun would train on 

him. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And then but when transitioned to the two hands and raised like he was actually targeting 

somebody. 

PC: Urn huh. 

JM: That’s when I took two to three steps more to my right. So I had a good field of view of 

the...I mean full body, everything. No...and plus, not only that. The railing wasn’t going 
to be an issue for me to if I engaged him for any ricochet. And then at the same time I 
noticed that my backdrop was the solid wall of the corner of the building by a big bay 
window that was there. 

PC: Um huh. 

JM: Uh, and that’s when I uh, I heard a shot. Somebody shot before me. But I heard a shot 

and then that’s when I engaged and I... 

PC: Okay. 

JM: shot three to four rounds. 

PC: Do you know who or where that shot came from before you fired? 

JM: To my right. That’s all I know. 
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PC: Okay. So what was uh, RACK, to your right. I mean the only people that are north of 

you are...I mean I’m not going to speculate but... 

JM: It was, the only people that were to the north of me was Officer RACK who was up 

against the building so I don’t know what his angle was. But he was up against the 
building. Uh, Acting Sergeant BISHOP and I believe LOWELL was over there, I 
believe. I’m not sure, but that’s, that’s where the shot, first shot came from. It was either 
to my right or behind me, like right around that area. Uh, and that first shot. It took a 
second but that first shot. I don’t know if it hit him. But I never saw any reaction in his, 
at that point uh, so I went ahead and I engaged three to four shots. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And I was approximately, from that distance, I would, I think I was like ten to fifteen 

feet, maybe pushing it twenty feet from him when I engaged him. 

PC: Okay. Now you said, you said three or four shots and what’s his reaction then? Is he still 

pointing the weapon at someone or? 

JM: No. He’s immediately falls to his knees. Uh, the gun is still in his hand. He falls to his 

knees and then collapses against the steps, face down’. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And it was, and he was facing like up, going upstairs so that when he turned and 

collapsed, he fell going upwards. 

PC: Right. 

JM: Not backwards. 

PC: Right, right. I got to. So then what’s the, what’s the overall? What’s everybody else 

doing or do you just...? 

JM: Everybody else is still yelling, ‘Put the gun down!’ I actually back up and make it to the 

rear bumper of a car that was parked over to my right. So there was a car that I was 
initially in front of. And then it was like a handicap ramp. 

PC: Urn huh. 

JM: And then there was parking spaces. So I actually, it was basically distance of a parking 

space that I traveled on foot, uh to the north and got in between two vehicles. Cause it, so 
I can get to it; better angle. Uh, we’re yelling, you know, ‘Put the gun down!’ Cause we 
can clearly see the gun and...but he’s not moving. 

PC: Okay. And that’s the aftermath right? When he’s down? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Okay. Just let me back up again. So what did you feel when, obviously he’s coming out 

and he’s got the gun. I mean, what was your reaction or how did you feel when he came 
up on a two hand, you called it like a 2 handed stance? 
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JM: Yeah. I felt he was targeting one of the officer that were positioned between the parked 

vehicles. And the distance and now that he’s taken a two handed grip and lifting the 

weapons system. 

PC: Right. 

JM: He’s actively targeting somebody and I, you know, of course I was fearful of their lives 

and myself so. 

PC: Okay. So the aftermath, when he’s down. Okay, he’s not moving? 

JM: Correct. 

PC: Or is he moving or, could you tell? 

JM: He wasn’t moving at all. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: But he’s still, I mean, the gun, we could see the gun but it looked like, you know, he still 

had his hand on it from the angle cause he’s, his back is kind of to us a little bit. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Just the way he laid there. 

PC: Now how do you approach? Or who approaches or how do you go about? 

JM: So ABLE cuts in and says, ‘Hey’. He advised us that there was an officer and it was 

HERKELMAN. Cause HERKELMAN was at that apartment H knocking on the door. 
And he actually had contacted the people when the guy came down with the gun. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So ABLE put over the radio, ‘We need to know if that officer is okay because the officer 

ducked behind the retaining wall that was there. 

PC: Okay. Okay. 

JM: So we quickly...we were trying to figure out if HERKELMAN was okay and once we 

realized that he was fine....cause he got over to the radio, ‘I’m Code 4. Everybody’s fine’. 
The gun was still there. The suspect was not moving. Because of the close proximity to 
the officer behind the wall, I told him I’m moving up to clear the weapon. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: From him. So Officer LOWELL and myself moved up. LOWELL was to my north, to 

my right, and he moved up foot quickly. I reached in and grabbed the gun and tossed it. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And tossed it. 

PC: Okay, so you’re the one that tossed it, get it away? 

JM: Yeah. And I grabbed it...when I grabbed it, I actually grabbed it from the magazine well. 
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PC: Was it still in his hand? 

JM: No, it actually. It actually was on one of the steps, underneath, resting underneath his 

head. His hand was a few inches away from him. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So it looked like when he had fallen to the ground, the weapon had fallen out of his hand. 

PC: Okay. So you guys all get up there. It’s you, LOWELL and who else? Anybody else 

with you? 

JM: I don’t... 

PC: At that time? 

JM: not, not that I remember it. 

PC: Cause the stairs are, it’s kind of narrow. 

JM: Correct. It, but we, we didn’t actually go up the stairs. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: I approach....cause it was... 

PC: Right. 

JM: I could just reach in cause it was at eye level. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So I reached, grabbed the gun and tossed it. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, I still had my gun trained on him. And that’s when Officer Oscar TORRES... 

PC: Okay. 

JM: he’s a PRT Officer. He said, ‘Hey we need to secure the suspect still, to make sure, you 

know, and clear him for any more weapons. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So, Officer TORRES entered the stairs and I immediately fall right behind and I assisted 

him with handcuffing the suspect. 

PC: Okay. So you and TORRES? 

JM: Yes. 

PC: Okay, And then what happened? 

JM: Uh, once we got the handcuffs on the suspect, I could tell there were multiple wounds on 

the suspect. He was not moving. He wasn’t breathing. And the wounds that I did see, 
they were...it looked...he looked like he’s expired. He looked like he was dead.

JM: Not moving, not breathing. Not even making a sound. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, so I told, I told Oscar, ‘Hey we should go clear the apartment to make sure the lady is 

okay. Cause I don’t know what happened inside. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So Oscar and myself and LOWELL and Oscar’s trainee. I don’t remember that officer’s 

name. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: We all went up. So I knocked on the door. I could see the lady in the window. And I told 

her to open the door. She came through...and Oscar was on the other side. So as you’re 
facing the door, I was on the left, Oscar was on the right. Other two officers were 
coming up the stairs. She opens the door. I immediately ask her if she’s okay. She says 
she’s fine and then I kind of just move her to her right and we push him. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: I go down the, straight down the hall and kind of stop in the hallway. Cause they had 

close door, open doors and a closed door to my left and we started clearing. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: So we, I clear the bathroom. Oscar and LOWELL go to the first bedroom and then I go 

to the far, master bedroom. The trainee, while Oscar tells him to stay with her, don’t let 
her go outside, basically secure her at the spot, and we clear the house. Nobody else is 
inside the house. 

PC: Okay. So everything is clear. Everything is Code 4. Do you ever talk to the female? Or 

does she ever make any statements to you? 

JM: The female speaks Spanish. 

PC: Oh, it’s Spanish. Okay, you’re right. Okay. And then after that uh, obviously you guys 

call for medics or what? 

JM: Uh cause, actually medics were actually called as soon as, uh, as soon as I engage my 

three rounds, I put out over the radio, ‘Shots fired! ’ 

PC: Okay. 

JM: Uh, and then I heard Sergeant BISHOP put over the radio, ‘We had an 11-41, medics are 

cleared’. 

PC: Okay. Okay. And then obviously they show up. They start working on him or what’s? 

JM: Uh, so we go back downstairs. We kind of stay outside making sure. We started to make 

sure everybody else, the other residence in that same building are okay. So we started 
going...I actually go back upstairs. Cause I made it to the suspect, but then turned around 
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and went back up to uh, apartment| And I knock on the door to make sure that family is 
okay. They said everybody in there is okay. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: I come back downstairs. I actually pass the suspect who is still cuffed at the stairs and I 

make sure there was an officer checking the apartment below. And then I see two 
officers and I tell them to go around the back side to make sure that any apartments on 
the back, that everybody’s okay. 

PC: Got it. Okay. And obviously medics show up and they transport the subject? 

JM: Correct. They ask, actually medics came up and then they asked me to take the handcuffs 

off, so I took the handcuffs off and they immediately put him on a backboard, put him on 
a gurney and take him, transport him to the hospital. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And I believe it was Officer HERKELMAN. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And then, right, I think it was right before the ambulance showed up, I did go down and 

uh tell officers to start putting up tape and secure the scene. 

PC: Okay. 

JM: And secure the scene. 

PC: Okay. Uh...okay. Lieutenant? 

PR: I don’t have anything. 

PC: Okay. 

CW: I had just one question. So when you got the weapon from the from, and threw it out, and

Marines shot and, and to the point where they, they passed away. Uh, if some...they make 
sounds you know. Even when they’re, they’re slowly dying. He wasn’t making a sound. 
He wasn’t making a sound. He wasn’t breathing. He wasn’t moving. I felt he was dead. 
And also looking at the amount of blood and injuries that he sustained from the gunshot 
wounds, I tally believed he, he had already expired.

PC: Okay. That’s gonna conclude this interview. It is 0835 hours.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER WELLS: 


Synopsis: 

On September 28, 2015, at 0153 hours, I received a telephone call from Lieutenant Paul RORRISON 
#4305 instructing me to respond to 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard regarding an Officer Involved 
Shooting investigation. Lieutenant RORRISON stated Southern Patrol Officer’s had been involved in a 
shooting of a male at the apartment complex. The male later died from his injuries after being transported 
by paramedics. Lieutenant RORRISON directed Homicide Team IV to report to the scene and investigate 
the shooting incident. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0245 hours and joined other members of Homicide Team IV. 
Sergeant Chris TIVANIAN #5871 provided a briefing on the incident which began at 0317 hours and 
concluded at 0339 hours. The decedent was identified as Alberto HERNANDEZ. Sergeant TIVAN1AN 
stated SDPD Communications received a 911 call from a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard 
Apartment(later determined the male was HERNANDEZ who stated he wanted to shoot someone). 
Officer’s Jeff McCOY #7099, and Kyle RACK #7310 were the first officers to respond along with 
Officer Matthew HERKELMAN #7292 (Sergeant TIVANIAN did not discuss the shooting incident at 
this point in the briefing). Sergeant TIVANIAN said after the shooting of HERNANDEZ, Medic #29 
responded and performed CPR. HERNANDEZ was transported to Mercy Hospital and Officer 
HERKELMAN followed the medic vehicle in his police vehicle. HERNANDEZ was pronounced 
deceased by Doctor Yang at 0207 hours. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN identified the officers who fired their weapons at HERNANDEZ as Officer’s 
Jeffrey McCOY, Jonathon WELLS, and Brandon LULL. Sergeant TIVANIAN also identified Acting 
Sergeant Dean BISHOP as being present during the shooting, but he was unable to fire his weapon due to 
an equipment failure, (no ammunition in weapon). 
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After being briefed by Sergeant TIYANIAN, I assigned Homicide Team IV detectives to conduct witness 
interviews. I also assigned a detective to conduct the crime scene investigation. I next met with 
Lieutenant RORRISON who coordinated with attorney Charles WALKER from the Police Officer’s 
Association to facilitate having the officer’s involved in the shooting return for a walkthrough of the 
shooting scene. All three officers returned to the scene and participated in a voluntary walkthrough to 
show investigators their positions when the shooting occurred. All three officers then responded to SDPD 
Headquarters for a formal interview with Lieutenant RORRISON and myself. Lieutenant RORRISON 
and I waited until all the officers involved had met with their legal representation prior to begining the 
interviews. 

Lieutenant RORRISON and I interviewed Officer WELLS in the homicide office with POA Attorney 
WALKER present. Officer WELLS was wearing a Body Worn Camera (BWC) at the time of the 
incident, but did not turn it on during the incident. He was not permitted to view any footage of the 
shooting. WELLS agreed to provide a voluntary statement. 

At approximately 0915 hours, Lieutenant RORRISON and I began the interview with Officer WELLS. 
The interview is documented below in a question and answer and word for word format. 


PR: Paul RORRISON, Lieutenant - SDPD Homicide Unit 

PC: Paul CONLEY, Sergeant - SDPD Homicide, Team IV. 

JW: Officer Jonathan WELLS - Southern - 3 r<l Watch 

CW: Charles Webb WALKER - POA Attorney 

PC: Okay. Okay. Today’s date is September 28, 2015. It’s approximately 0915. I’m with 

Officer Jonathan WELLS. Uh, Lieutenant Paul RORRISON from the Homicide Unit and 
uh, Charles WALKER from the POA’s attorney. I’m Sergeant Paul CONLEY with the 
interview and uh, basically Jonathon. What we’re...this is a checklist. I’m going to go 
over this checklist. It’s preprinted questions. It just has, you know, some biographical 
stuff so we’ll do that first. 

JW: Okay. 

PC: So last name is WELLS. W-E-L-L-S? 

JW: Correct. 

PC: And Jonathan? J-O-N-A-T-H-A-N right? 

JW: Correct. 

P C: And what ’ s your middle name? 

JW: Alden. 

PC: A-L? 

JW: D-E-N. 

PC: Okay . And how old are you? 

jw: pm 
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P C: Oka^An^vhat ’ s your birthday? 

jw: IBHHH 

PC: Okay. And how tall are you? 

JW: 5’9”.

PC: Yeah, he said 9/2014. Does that sound about right? Do you know when you started the 

academy? 

JW: I started, I started in October so. 

PR: That’s when your hired. 

JW: Okay. 

PC: Okay. In 2014. And you’re currently at Southern? 

JW: I am. 

PC: And who’s your supervisor? 

JW: Uh, it’s gonna be Acting Sergeant Dean BISHOP. 

PC: Okay. And how long you been down there at Southern? 

JW: Four weeks. 
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PC: And what was your unit tonight? 

JW: 722J. 

PC: And do you remember your car number? Your equipment number? 

JW: No. 

PC: Okay. I can get that. And you worked 3 rd Watch, 2100 to 0700? 

JW: Correct. 

PC: And what are your days off? 

JW: My days off are Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday. 

PC: And how many hours of sleep did you get prior to coming in? 

JW: Six, approximately six. Then I woke up and I went back to bed and took another nap. 


PC: Okay are you right-handed or left-handed? 

JW: I’m uh right-handed. 



PC: And have you consumed any alcohol beverages in the last 24 hours? 

JW: No. 


PC: Okay. This is just on weapons stuff here. So you’re primary weapon is what? 

JW: A Glock 17. 

PC: Okay. Glock 17,9mm? 

JW: Yes. 


PC: Okay. Department? 

JW: Yes. 
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PC: And the number of rounds carried? What do you, what do 

you carry? _ 

JW: 

PC: And how many magazines do you have? 

JW: hhhhhhbii

PC: So what I’m gonna do is like I did with the other officers. I’m gonna go straight from the 

beginning. When you started lineup, uh, what you did prior to the call. Uh, whatever you 
answered. 415s. Had you arrested anybody or anything else like that. So you, you go to 
lineup and then what happens from there. 

JW: Uh I went to lineup. There was uh my Sergeant, Sergeant Dean BISHOP conducted a 

equipment check or yeah for inspection. There was two calls holding in my beat. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: The first one that I volunteered for was a missing person uh report which I took with 

Sergeant BISHOP. After I cleared that call, I took a shop lifting report also. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: So I stacked two papers. After I took those papers, I went back to the sub to start writing 

on them. 

PC: Okay. Did you, did you have any contact with anybody, like a traffic stop or? 

JW: No. 

PC: Bike stop or no, no arrests? 

JW: No arrests. No stops. 

PC: Okay. So you’re at the sub doing the paper. And then anything...uh, did you, is, was the 

next call this call or this incident? 

JW: So uh, yes, it was. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Uh, as I was writing the paper, I don’t remember the nature of the call... 

PC: Okay. 

JW: that came out. All I remember hearing was Jeff, Officer McCOY say over the radio there 

was, that the male answered the door with a, a gun in his hand and he went back into the 
residence. 


PC: Okay. Now were you at the sub when that came out? 

JW: I was. 
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PC: Okay. So you basically got in your car and started going that way, correct? 

JW: Yes. I did. 

PC: Okay. So, and it’s not that far if you go the back way, Iris down to Howard. 

JW: Which is the way it went. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: I went Iris. 

PC: Okay, so uh you get there. Now when you arrive, where, where, where do you park your 

car? Where do you specifically stop or? 

JW: Uh I pulled into the what, what I’ve learned now is the exit uh... 

PC: Okay. 

JW: on the right-hand side on the curb. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: The red. 

PC: The right or left? 

JW: So looking at the residence. 

PC: Right. 

JW: Jeffs car was on the left side and I was further back on the right hand side. 

PC: Okay. So on the red. So you’re standing behind uh... 

JW: Yes.

JW: Because he was uh, just in front of it. I asked him what uh, what residence it was and he 

pointed out number (And he shined his light on it. 

PC: Okay. Nobody’s outside? The suspect is not outside? 

JW: No. The suspect was outside. Oh, was not outside. I’m sorry. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: And the door was uh closed. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: That’s when ABLE was going 97 on the call so. 

PC: Okay. And then what happens? 

JW: Uh, after that, uh, after he points that out, I move to cover behind the SUV. 

PC: Urn huh. 

JW: And my sergeant tells me, myself and LULL to uh block the street. Okay, so 

LULL...that’s when the trainee had pulled up, sorry. And then LULL pulls his car out and 
the training unit uh was already in the road. So I was talking to uh, the FTO which was 
Oscar TORRES. 

PC: Right. 

JW: And had him block the street instead of me pulling the car out and us uh having to... 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Mess with parking cars. 

PC: Okay. And then after this is going on, where you position, you position yourself and 

where can you place everybody else at, if you can remember that? 

JW: Uh, while I was talking to Oscar TORRES I was in the, the street, which was...I was, I 

was in the street that I was being told to block off. I was just directly in front of the 
residence. 
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PC: Okay. 

JW: Uh, so then I go to the back of my car and grab uh tape, yellow tape, which me and 

LULL were attempting to put up but it wasn’t long enough because I didn’t have a whole 
roll. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Uh, and then uh, I don’t, uh, I couldn’t tell you exactly where everybody else was. I just 

know that they were evacuating uh the residences below. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: While we were doing that. 

PC: And did you help with that or? 

JW: I did not, no. 

PC: Okay. And where you at? Are you still in the street or? 

JW: I was still in the street because a pedestrian actually came up. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: And he wanted to walk across the, walk back over past the scene to get to his house. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: But I told him to take the long way. 

PC: Okay. So as you’re doing all this and everybody’s in place and everybody’s there, what, 

what did you think you have? What was going on? What do you think in your mind 
based on what you were being told? 

JW: Uh, well I, I knew that there was a suspect inside of a residence with a firearm that kept 

uh coming out of the residence and going back in. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Uh, I also knew that there was uh, an woman inside. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: A female at the residence. 

PC: Okay. And are you, is anybody there that like taking charge? Like giving direction or is 

the acting sergeant talking? 

JW: The acting sergeant, but I mean from...the only direction I received was when he told me 

to block the street. 

PC: Okay. Okay, now another thing uh, now you’re wearing a BWC. 

JW: I was. 

PC: And it wasn’t activated and what was the reason for that? 

JW: I just, I forgot to activate it. 
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PC: Okay. 

JW: When I came on scene. 

PC: Okay, so you’re in the street. They’re setting up. When do you get involved? Or when 

do you get up into the...? 

JW: So after, after I speak to the resident, I tell him to move away and I back up go Jeffs 

SUV. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Which is when the suspect uh, you know, I think someone said, ‘He’s coming out! He’s 

coming out! ’ 

PC: Now who said that? 

JW: I don’t remember. 

PC: Okay. So somebody said that, ‘He’s coming out! He’s coming out!’ 

JW: ‘He’s coming out! ’ 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Uh, at that point I had my, my weapon at the, at the low and ready, 

PC: Okay. Now where are you, where are you at? You said Jeffs vehicle? So that’s the SUV 

on the curb? 

JW: Right. On the left hand side of the curb. That’s the closest to the residence. 

PC: Okay. Are you to the front or the back. I couldn’t remember? 

JW: That I, honestly, I think I was, at that point I was at the front. So I was no further forward 

than the front left wheel. 

PC: Okay. Okay. And then you hear that he’s coming out. 

JW: He’s coming out. 

PC: Is that a command that’s given by just one person or the whole group or do you 

remember? 

JW: I don’t remember. 

PC: Okay. What do you see next? 

JW: Uh, next thing I see is uh the male coming out. My vision of the door was obscured by 

the trees. 

PC: Urn huh. 

JW: The tree that was directly in front of the residence. 
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PC: Um huh. 

JW: Uh, so as he was coming out, and he was walking down the stairs. And my vision...as 

he’s walking down the stairs I can see a better picture of him. He had something black in 
his hand and he was doing kind of one of these. He was holding it kind of down like this. 

PC: Okay, you’re describing it as holding it in his right hand with your arm... 

JW: At a 90 degree angle. 

PC: Yeah, 90 degree, parallel to the ground, but tucked into your arm like this? 

JW: Not, not specifically pointed it at someone, which I... 

PC: Okay. 

JW: As he’s, as he’s coming out of the residence. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: So, once I finally see it. I could see the object. I didn’t, I couldn’t identify it as a 

handgun. 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Until I saw a direct view of him. 

PC: But what’s happening in the interim? What’s everybody doing? Somebody yelling? 

JW: Everyone, everyone, people are yelling uh, you know, ‘Drop the weapon!’ And then the 

next thing that I really saw was that he was pointing the weapon right at Jeff, and then, 
you know, I told LULL, Officer LULL, because he pointed it at him. He was pointing it 
right at him. Uh... 

PC: Okay. 

JW: Yeah. He was pointing it right at him and then LULL was giving commands, ‘Drop the 

weapon! Drop the weapon!’ or ‘Drop your gun! Drop your gun!’ So then he turns away 
from LULL, or turns, I’m sorry, he turns away from Jeff and that’s when uh, I hear two 
shots being fired and he ended up pulling it. He, at this point my gun was trained on him. 
Uh, he fired. I hear two shots. I see that he didn’t go down. I got a clear sight picture 
and I fired. 

PC: Okay. So let me back up just a minute. So when you saw him, you had, you saw 

something that lie had in his hand, but you just didn’t, you didn’t see if it was gun? You 
couldn’t tell if it was a gun or not or? 

JW: At the time, at the time when he was pointing it at Jeff... 

PC: Um huh. 

JW: I could clearly see that it was a firearm. 

PC: Okay, but prior to that when he’s coming down and you describe.... 

JW: When he’s coming down, he’s doing one of these (extends his hands as if pointing a 

weapon), I wasn’t sure if it was a weapon. 
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PC: Okay. And urn, so it’s not until he clearly comes and starts pointing, then you see the... 

JW: At Jeff and then... 

PC: Yeah. 

JW: That is I clearly, I know that that’s a semi, a black semiautomatic handgun. 

PC: Okay. Okay. Okay and so and everybody...did you give any commands or did you? 

JW: I did not. 

PC: Okay. But everyone else around you is echoing? 

JW: Yeah. 

PC: What were they saying? 

JW: Uh, I heard ‘Drop the gun! Drop the gun! ’ Uh, that’s, that’s all I heard. 

PC: Did you see him? Uh did you know where Acting Sergeant BISHOP was at?

On September 28, 2015, at 0200 hours, I was off-duty when Sergeant Conley #4673 notified me of a 
callout.

INTERVIEW OF OFFICER LULL: 


Synopsis: 

On September 28, 2015, at 0153 hours, I received a telephone call from Lieutenant Paul RORRISON 
#4305 instructing me to respond to 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard regarding an Officer Involved 
Shooting investigation. Lieutenant RORRISON stated Southern Patrol Officer’s had been involved in a 
shooting of a male at the apartment complex. The male later died from his injuries after being transported 
by paramedics. Lieutenant RORRISON directed Homicide Team IV to report to the scene and investigate 
the shooting incident. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0245 hours and joined other members of Homicide Team IV. 
Sergeant Chris TIVANIAN #5871 provided a briefing on the incident which began at 0317 hours and 
concluded at 0339 hours. The decedent was identified as Alberto HERNANDEZ. Sergeant TIVANIAN 
stated SDPD Communications received a 911 call from a male at 1170 W. San Ysidro Boulevard 
Apartment (later determined the male was HERNANDEZ who stated he wanted to shoot someone). 
Officer’s Jeff McCOY #7099, and Kyle RACK #7310 were the first officers to respond along with 
Officer Matthew HERKELMAN #7292 (Sergeant TIVANIAN did not discuss the shooting incident at 
this point in the briefing). Sergeant TIVANIAN said after the shooting of HERNANDEZ, Medic #29 
responded and performed CPR. HERNANDEZ was transported to Mercy Hospital and Officer 
HERKELMAN followed the medic vehicle in his police vehicle. HERNANDEZ was pronounced 
deceased by Doctor Yang at 0207 hours. 

Sergeant TIVANIAN identified the officers who fired their weapons at HERNANDEZ as Officer’s 
Jeffrey McCOY, Jonathon WELLS, and Brandon LULL. Sergeant TIVANIAN also identified Acting 
Sergeant Dean BISHOP as being present during the shooting, but he was unable to fire his weapon due to 
an equipment failure, (no ammunition in weapon). 
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After being briefed by Sergeant TIVANIAN, I assigned Homicide Team IV detectives to conduct witness 
interviews. I also assigned a detective to conduct the crime scene investigation. I next met with 
Lieutenant RORRISON who coordinated with attorney Charles WALKER from the Police Officer’s 
Association to facilitate having the officer’s involved in the shooting return for a walkthrough of the 
shooting scene. All three officers returned to the scene and participated in a voluntary walkthrough to 
show investigators their positions when the shooting occurred. All three officers then responded to SDPD 
Headquarters for a formal interview with Lieutenant RORRISON and myself. Lieutenant RORRISON 
and I waited until all the officers involved had met with their legal representation prior to begining the 
interviews. 

Lieutenant RORRISON and I interviewed Officer LULL in the homicide office with POA Attorney 
WALKER present. Prior to the interview, Officer LULL was allowed to watch his Body Worn Camera 
(BWC) footage of the incident in its entirety. After viewing the BWC footage, LULL agreed to provide a 
voluntary statement. 

At approximately 0850 hours, Lieutenant RORRISON and I began the interview with Officer LULL. The 
interview is documented below in a question and answer and word for word format.

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PC: And we’ll go from lineup, a couple of calls you had or whatever incidents, and then how 

you got to this incident and we’ll go through that. So you go to lineup at 2100. 
What’s...go from there. 

BL: They go to lineup, clear lineup. I don’t know what time we cleared lineup. Went 10-8. 

Uh, got dispatched to 415V. Uh, got there. Two females fighting were GOA or UTL. 
They left on foot. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: Uh, and then from there I volunteered for every call that came out. I know there was a 

couple of narc, in fact three narc calls back to back. Uh, a couple of 415s. Uh, a party 
call. 

PC: So basically normal police stuff, but nothing that.... 

BL: Nothing. 

PC: Did you arrest anybody? 

BL: No. I shot one video for the first call, of the two females fighting but they were GOA so 

nothing about the two and ended up K’ing it. 

PC: Okay so now, the call that you get, that you go to with the incident, did you get 

dispatched to that call? Did you volunteer or what, what, how did that happen? 

BL: No. I was actually going after a dog that was on the off-ramp from the 1-5 north to 

Coronado. Couldn’t get the dog. It ran down the Interstate. CHP was notified. Just got 
back to my car. I knew they were on, I believe they were on a 911 hang up. And I heard 
an Officer McCOY come over the radio saying he just answered the door with semi¬ 
automatic pistol, shut the door and was locking (the door). Everyone was starting to 
volunteer. I volunteered and headed that way. 

PC: Okay. So you weren’t initially dispatched to the call and the first you heard about it was 

when McCOY had put out on the area, on the air. And what did that specifically? Do 
you remember? 

BL: Um, from what I remember he said, ‘Suspect or subject answered the door with a pistol in 

his hands looked out and then shut the door. And then he could hear the suspect walk 
towards the door. And then I volunteered. Then as I was en route I guess, I remember 
hearing he opened the door one more time to present a pistol. 

PC: Okay so the incident is going on before you even got there correct? 

BL: Yes. Yes. 

PC: Okay. So you obviously go that route and you get there and you pull up right? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: Okay, now where are you positioning your car or what’s the, the scenario? 

BL: I pull into the parking lot. 
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PC: Okay. 

BL: In the entrance. Uh, there’s already I think one or two cars in front of me. And they were 

lining up on the south, I think like three or four cars and I pulled up on the north side. Uh, 
the rear of my car is kind of hanging over the sidewalk, a little bit to the road. Turned 

the, just the rear lights on as warning. Uh I got out of the car, drew my pistol kind of 

down to my side. Walked up, made contact with McCOY. He...and I believe uh Acting 
Sergeant BISHOP said, ‘Hey, we need to start blocking traffic on this road. Can you 
move your car to block traffic?’ 

PC: Okay. Now let me back you up. So when you first get there, who’s, who’s all there, that 

you remember? 

BL: Uh, I went 97 with Officer HERKELMAN who was right in front me. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: And then I remember seeing Acting Sergeant BISHOP, Officer McCOY and those were 

the...and then Officer WELLS. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: And those are the only ones that I recall being there. 

PC: Okay. So you go up and you start walking towards the scene or who do you go, contact 

with first? 

BL: Uh, I go over to the cars that are on the south, uh walking the opposite side for cover. 

And then made contact with McCOY. Uh, I kind of posted up on the back of one of the 
SUVs where I had eyes on the door. Uh, I don’t know how long I stayed there. Not very 
long. And then Acting Sergeant BISHOPs okay, ‘We need to’...and I remember the guy 
once or twice kind of stuck his head out, along with the pistol. And I saw the pistol. And 
he’d go back in and shut the door. 

PC: So you actually observed that when you first came up? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: Okay. And then uh, I was told, ‘Hey we need to block traffic’. Just gonna block traffic. 

Another unit went 97 coming from the north uh I think that’s West San Ysidro. Uh, so 
that SUV ended up backing up, blocking traffic up north. I maneuvered my vehicle to 
block traffic to the south in that intersection. Got out my vehicle. McCOY’s like, ‘Hey, 
we need to start setting up tape.’ Check my trunk for tape. I didn’t have any. WELLS 
had a little bit of tape. We tried to stretch it across the road. It wasn’t long enough 

PC: Okay. So let me, let me stop you there. So basically the incident is still occurring. The 

guy is not outside yet? 

BL: No. He’s.... 

PC: But still inside. 

BL: yes. 
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PC: What did, did uh McCOY tell you what he thought he had? Or uh, or what do you think? 

BL: Uh I don’t recall. I mean I already had a very good idea as to what was going on. He’s a 

barricaded suspect, uh, it’s a semi-automatic weapon...it’s just the radio chatter. 

PC: Okay. And your observation of him pointing out? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: And going back in and shutting the door? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: Uh, so we gave up on doing the tape. Neither one of us had tape so I went back to where 

I was. It was either the first SUV or McCOY’s SUV. Posted up on the bumper, the back 
bumper, using the vehicle as cover and uh, I don’t know if he, I don’t remember if he 
stuck his head out again and then went back in, but I remembered like, oh, my camera. 
Activated my camera. 

PC: That was my question. When you, when you did activate the camera. When you first 

came up or? 

BL: No. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I, I remembered when I went back at the trunk to do the tape. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: Uh, and then.... 

PC: You went back up to the, the McCOY’s SUV and who’s over there with you on that side? 

BL: Uh McCOY’s kind of closer to the building. Um, I think he’s, he’s using like a tree as 

cover. I couldn’t really see more where I was from. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: And then WELLS I believe was right behind me. I didn’t realize it at the time, but... 

PC: WELLS was behind you? 

BL: Yeah, very close proximity to me. 

PC: Okay. And then uh, so you as you reengage after the tape thing. 

BL: Yeah. 

PC: You guys didn’t do and the traffic uh, uh, post or whatever. Cause the incident is not 

over, yet you activate your camera? 

BL: Yes. 
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PC: Okay, so uh what happens next as you...who’s coordinating or what’s, what’s going on? 

BL: No. While I saw there, I had my gun drawn, pointed at the door and then the suspect 

came out. Pistol in his hand. Next, Sergeant BISHOP was giving commands to, you 
know, drop the gun. I threw out some commands, ‘Drop the gun! Drop the gun or you’re 
gonna get shot!’ 

PC: You gave that command specifically? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: He began to walk downstairs and he got to the plateau and he pointed...I remember as 

he’s walking down, he pointed the gun over at McCOY and I yelled, ‘McCOY, he’s 
pointing a gun at you!’ Uh, and then he swung it around at Sergeant BISHOP. I saw him 
out of the corner of my go to shoot and I saw him drop down to a knee and I realized he 
had pistol malfunction and he’s yelling, ‘Shoot him!’ Then he swung a gun over at me 
and that’s when I shot two rounds. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I didn’t know if I’d hit him or missed cause he didn’t flinch. Nothing happened so then I 

happened more. And then I heard rounds going off so I thought he was shooting at me. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I was literally shooting until he went down. I was just waiting for the glass of the SUV to 

shatter. So I’m shooting at him and he’s pointing a gun right at me. And I hear other 
gunshots going off. I didn’t really know WELLS was right here, that close. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: So those rounds I thought were coming from him. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: And I was just waiting for that glass to shatter. I was thinking I’m about to be shot. 

PC: So WELLS was behind you? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I think. I don’t know that for sure, but... 

PC: Okay. Okay. So let me back you up real quick. So he, he comes out, presents himself. 

You guys are in your positions that you’re in? 

BL: Yeah. 

PC: Uh, you were by uh McCOY’s SUV. Uh, Acting Sergeant BISHOP is to north? 

BL: Yes. 
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PC: Correct? 

BL: Behind two vehicles. 

PC: Behind two vehicles. And McCOY is a little further than you and you think WELLS is 

behind you. Was there anybody else around there, that you remember? 

BL: HERKELMAN was underneath. I didn’t notice until after the shooting when I saw him 

pop up, but he was underneath the overhang, trying to... 

PC: Okay. 

BL: get people out of that apartment and then kind of... 

PC: Okay. So when you get there and you’re in your spot, uh and he comes down, you 

mention that he, the suspect had a gun in his hand? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: . And then you say he pointed it towards McCOY and then to BISHOP? 

BL: Yes. 

PC: Okay. Now how did he have his gun raised? Did he have it one-handed? Did he have it 

two handed? Or do you remember? 

BL: From what I remember, I think it was one hand, kind of like this (demonstrated by 

holding out his hand extended). 

PC: O.k 

BL: At McCOY and were yelling at him. And when he goes over, I yelled... 1 don’t 

remember, but I yelled, ‘Pie’s pointings gun at you!’ 

PC: You yelled that to McCOY? 

BL: Yeah. 

PC: Okay. And then you said something about BISHOP saying something? 

BL: BISHOP’s yelling,‘Drop the gun! Drop the gun!’ 

PC: Okay. 

BL: Uh, then he swung back over BISHOP. BISHOP dropped down. You could see him 

manipulate his weapon. 

PC: Okay. So as he’s...what did you think when he’s doing all this or? 

BL: That it’s malfunction. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I knew right away there was a malfunction, 

PC: Okay. And what did BISHOP say? 

BL: He yelled, ‘Shoot him! ’ 
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PC: Okay. Was the gun trained on BISPIOP? 

BL: Yes. BISHOP. And then he swung it over at me and then that’s when...I remember just 

thinking I’m about to get in a shooting. This is insane. And kind of weird, I remember 
thinking like I had perfect sight picture on this, on him right now and then he’s pointing 
the gun right at me and then I just like I pulled the trigger. Pulled the trigger. Stopped, 
assessed. He’s still sitting there pointing the gun at me. And then I heard other guns 
going off. And I thought he was shooting at me. I was waiting for that window to shatter. 
I was thinking I’m about to be shot. I started shooting again, again, thinking like why is 
he not going down? He’d better go down before he shoots me. And then he eventually 
dropped. 

PC: Okay. Uh, how many times did you fire or? 

BL: Two originally and then three or four more times. I shot him until he went down. I just 

remember...three to five more times. 

PC: Okay. Okay, so after that and he goes down, okay, what happens next? How does 

everybody coordinate or what do you guys do? 

BL: I knew he was down, wasn’t moving. I saw my next piece of cover closer to him. I knew 

I had to get better eyes on, so I saw a car there. I started closing the gap between us, saw 
McCOY moving in. I was yelling, ‘Hands! Watch his hands! Watch his hands! Watch 

his hands!’ Cause I knew the stairwell was in our way, where McCOY couldn’t really 

see him. 

PC: Urn huh. 

BL: So then I got behind my piece of cover. Lighted into him with my light. I could see the 

gun in his right hand still. So I was yelling, ‘He’s still got the gun in his right hand. 
Watch his hand!’ I think I yelled at him, ‘Drop the gun!’ He wasn’t moving. He didn’t 
respond. And then we all kind of closed in. And McCOY grabbed the gun. As soon as he 
grabbed it, I could hear kind of like, “tintering” and immediately I knew it was uh, an air 
soft gun or some sort. And I actually saw the magazine of it prior to McCOY grabbing it 
and I kind of looked. And I could tell it was probably a BB gun or an air soft gun. And 
then he grabbed it and I was just like, ‘Man, you’ve got to be fucking kidding me’. Um... 

PC: Okay. 

BL: And then uh, other officers closed in. Said, ‘Hey we still need to detain him’ They went 

in and threw cuffs on him. I remember yelling like, ‘We need to clear the apartment.’ 
Because we knew there was at least one other person in the apartment. 

PC: Did you handcuff him? 

BL: No. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I was there when they handcuffed. I was behind them on the stairwell. I said all right, 

there are enough people to handcuff. I need to cover the door, so I moved over. I told 
WELLS I think who was standing next to me, ‘Hey shift left’, uh, so he held the door and 
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then said, ‘Okay, we’re going into clear.’ We went up. Uh, there was four of us that 
went in to clear the apartment. I was number four through the door. So one of the 
officers, I don’t remember who it was, stayed with the woman and greeted us at the door. 
Stayed with her. Checked behind the door. Uh, she was speaking Spanish. I didn’t know 
what she was saying. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: The apartment was clear. Checked on the next door neighbors on the second level with 

McCOY. They were fine. Pulled up my flashlight to look for impacts on the wall. I 
don’t know why. I was also sitting there thinking like, man I’m surprised they didn’t hit 
this window. Anything on the window. Went downstairs. Went to go with McCOY to 
go around back to clear those apartments, to see if everyone was okay. The first time I 
got snagged up, I think by Acting Sergeant BISHOP, he’s like, ‘Hey, the bottom 
apartment where HERKELMAN jumped in, someone needs to go FI them see if 
everyone’s okay’. So I went in there completed one FI for the male at which point I 
overheard him outside going, ‘Pley, who shot? Who shot?’ running up to the shooter so 
went to the door and said, ‘I needed to be relieved because I was one of the shooters’. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: So, Carl RACK came to replace me and then ended. 

PC: Now where you there when medics came or did they transport or any of that? Where you 

involved in that? 

BL: I stepped back. 

PC: Okay. 

BL: I believe one of the canine officers came and took all the shooters away. 

PC: Okay, and just to back you up, at the time that honestly he was clearly in your mind, he 

was pointing the weapon at Acting Sergeant BISHOP when that drew your attention and 
McCOY and you actually alerted McCOY. 

BL: Yeah. 

PC: So I mean where you fearing that he was gonna shoot them or you or? 

BL: Oh, I feared he was going to shoot every single one of us. He literally 417’d every single 

one of us. I was just waiting for that gun ‘boom’ and then it came over to me and that’s 
why I was like, ‘Aw, he’s gonna shoot me’. And I started shooting. And then I thought he 
was shooting at...and then I continued to suppress or shoot and then he dropped. 

PC: Okay, and just the one thing. So do you remember if anybody fired before you or where 

you first to fire? 

BL: I was the first shooter. 

PC: And then after that, it’s just.... 

BL: Yeah. 
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PC: A series of, okay. 

BL: Follow up shooting... 

PC: Okay, okay. Okay. Lieutenant RORRISON? 

PR: No. 

CW: No. 

PC: No? Okay, uh that’s gonna conclude the uh, the officer interview of Brandon LULL at 

0910.
